LARGER DIVIDEND 
MR. H. L. M. TRITTON ON TRADE 
CONDITIONS 


The Ordinary General Meeting of Barclays Bank (Dominion, 
Colonial and Overseas) was held on December 12 at Southern 
House, Cannon Street, London, E.C.4. 

Mr. Herbert Leslie Melville Tritton (the chairman) said :— 
Gentlemen,—Last spring I paid a visit to Palestine and certain 
branches in Egypt. It is the desire of this bank to assist in 
providing adequate banking facilities, on sound lines, to meet 
the growing requirements of Palestine, and I am satisfied that 
such provision is being made. The bank is the agent for the 
Palestine currency board, and I have reason to think that the 
services rendered to that board and the public meet with 
approval. 

During the year the projected Agricultural Mortgage Company, 
of Palestine, Limited, has been formed. As I advised the share- 
holders last year, this bank is providing £50,000 of its capital. 
This company should serve a useful purpose in providing long- 
term finance, as distinct from the short-term business of a com- 
mercial bank. 

The past twelve months have shown a steady improvement in 
conditions both in Egypt and the Sudan, the cotton crops in 
both countries being satisfactory, at enhanced prices. 


POSITION IN SOUTH AFRICA 

A continuance of prosperous conditions in the gold-mining in- 
dustry has put the Union of South Africa in a strong financial 
position, and I am glad to think that the diamond industry also 
shows signs of improvement. Reports indicate that both retail 
and wholesale trading conditions in the principal towns in the 
Union have made progress since last year, and to some extent 
this is also manifest in country districts. 

In Southern Rhodesia business conditions continued to show 
progress throughout the year, mainly as an outcome of the ex- 
pansion of the gold-mining industry. In Northern Rhodesia 
steady expansion and a large constructional programme on the 
copper mines are reported. 

In East Africa, while the farming community is still suffer- 
ing from the effects of several consecutive years of drought, 
locust invasions, and the severe slump in primary commodity 
prices, there are indications of improved conditions. Further 
progress has been made in the development of gold-mining. 


WEST AFRICA 


In West Africa the gold-mining development on the Gold 
Coast has continued. Prospecting is active, and exports of raw 
gold — the year show considerable increases. The cocoa 
crop is well up to the average, though the tonnage is not ex- 
pected to reach that of the last main season, when a record crop 
was exported. 

In Nigeria trading conditions generally are more promising, 
produce prices being higher than last year. In Sierra Leone ex- 
ports of gold are increasing, and prospecting for payable lodes 
continues. There is also a steady production of diamonds. The 
financial position of the colony has improved, and it is now ex- 
pected that the year will close with a substantial surplus. I 
hope, in due course, to have an opportunity of visiting the West 
Indies and British Guiana, where this bank has carried on busi- 
ness for the last 100 years. 

In addition to the territories mentioned, the bank is, of course, 
established in Mauritius, Malta, Gibraltar, Hamburg and New 
York. It will be appreciated that your directors are in a unique 
position to feel the pulse of much of our imperial trade, and it 
‘would, I think, be fair to say that in these Dominions, Colonies, 
Mandated Territories, and other countries in close relation with 
Great Britain the year generally has seen further progress to- 
wards a return to more normal conditions. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 

The net profit for the year ended September 30, 1935, after 
making provision for bad and doubtful debts and contingencies, 
amounts to £473,400, to which has to be added £216,816 brought 
forward from the previous year, making a total of £690,216 to be 
dealt with. The net profit shows an increase of £63,000 com- 
wared with last year, principally owing to the increased demand 
for advances, and the bank has again had a satisfactory experi- 
ence in regard to bad and doubtful debts. 

The board has thus been enabled again to place a sum of 
£100,000 to the reserve fund, bringing that fund up to 
£1.850,000. 

A sum of £120,000 has been set aside for income tax, as 
against £75,000 last year, to provide for the tax upon increased 
profits, and also by reason of the fact that, with reduced invest- 
ments, less tax is deducted at the source. 


THE DIVIDEND 

‘The board recommends final dividends at the rate of 8 per 
cent. per annum on the cumulative preference shares, and at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum on the ‘“‘A’”’ and ‘‘ B”’ shares, 
less income tax in each case at the rate of 4s. 5d. in the £. 
The dividend for the year, therefore, on the ‘‘ A” and “B” 
shares is at the rate of 54 per cent., which is 4 per cent. higher 
than for the previous year. After making these appropriations 
there remains a balance of £223,396 to be carried forward. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

MR. J. W. BEAUMONT PEASE ON THE 
GENERAL POSITION AND OUTLOOK 


The Seventy-third Ordinary Meeting of the Bank of Londog 
and South America, Limited, was held, on December 17, at the 
head office of the bank, 6, 7 and 8, Tokenhouse Yard, London, 
E.C. 

Mr. J. W. Beaumont Pease (chairman of the bank), presiding, 
said: I have yet another year of difficult trading to record. 
World peace and the restoration of confidence between nations 
have not yet appeared on the horizon, and until these are 
definitely in sight I am afraid we cannot expect relief from the 
many complications under which international trade is still being 
carried on. The day for reformation and stabilisation of the 
world’s monetary systems would seem to be still far distant, 
and the fluctuating value of currencies and the restrictions on 
their transfer will, meanwhile, continue to be an indeterminable 
factor in the conduct of our business. 

This factor is one beyond our control, but is one which has a 
direct bearing on our earning capacity in terms of sterling. 
Also, as I will explain later, it largely affects the sterling capital 
allocated to our branches abroad. In this respect we must face 
the facts as we find them, and we can only hope that, in course 
of time, a recovery from the present low values of, at any rate, 
some of the currencies, will come about. 

Any improvement in the position of foreign creditors must 
lie in the measure of future prosperity that will fall to the 
individual countries. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 

We will now look into the items of profit and loss account. 
Charges at head office and branches amount to £768,000, but 
had the conversion rates been those of a year ago this figure 
would have been £861,000, as against £841,000, so that in effect 
charges have increased by £20,000. One of the causes is the 
more general revision of salaries that was effected a year ago. 

The gross profit is £993,000, but to arrive at a real comparison 
we must, as with the charges, apply last year’s conversion rates, 
which would bring the figure up to £1,121,000, as against 
£1,132,000, from which it will be seen that the actual gross 
trading profit, after making provision for bad and doubtful 
debts, has fallen by the sum of £11,000 only. 

And now to the result : There is a net profit of £209,914, as 
compared with £276,330 last year, the fall of £66,000 being 
accounted for as follows :—£35,000 in respect of the lower 
sterling value of the currency profits at the exchange rates 
ruling on September 30 last, £20,000 in increased charges, and a 
decrease of £11,000 on gross trading profits. 


KEEN COMPETITION 

In the principal lending centres competition is keener than 
ever, and to ensure a participation in the business offering, 
rates to-day have to be cut very fine. On the other hand, 
deposit rates do not permit of a proportionate reduction owing 
to the competitive influence of other forms of investment which 
now find public favour in view of the improved internal con- 
ditions in some countries. Not only have we had to contend 
with the narrowed margin between deposit and lending rates, 
but in one important centre, where the exchange profit of the 
banks is officially fixed, this item in our profit and loss account 
has been largely curtailed. 

In view of what I have said regarding international trading 
conditions and the obscure future of exchanges, you will readily 
understand that your board still feel the world outlook to 
be somewhat unsettled, and this enhances the necessity of that 
cautious policy for which this bank has always been known. 
I, therefore, propose that, out of the balance available this 
year—namely, £373,474 1s.—a dividend of 3 per cent. be paid to 
you, which absorbs £106,200 and that a sum of £100,000 be 
transferred to contingency reserve, the balance—namely, 
£167,274 1s.—being carried forward in profit account. 


SOUTH AMERICA 

Argentina is to-day enjoying the fruits of her Government's 
persistent efforts to consolidate and strengthen the country’s 
finances. Five years ago, when commercial depression was at its 
worst, I expressed the opinion that in the case of Argentina 
there was no cause for undue pessimism and that the country 
would, when the tide turned, quickly recover in view of its 
manifold resources. Events have shown that my confidence in 
the country has been fully justified, and to add to the ample 
information on Argentina’s activities and progress disseminated 
almost daily by the Press would be to labour the point. . 

Apart from the recent disturbances, Brazil during the past 
year has not been marked by any untoward events. In regard 
to the provision made in the new constitutional law for the 
nationalisation of foreign public utility companies, insurance 
companies, and banks, nothing definite has yet transpired. 

The Chairman also reviewed at some length the economic and 
financial conditions existing in Uruguay, Chile, Colombia and 
Paraguay. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Our Overseas Trade in November (Page 842) 


Though the usual seasonal rise in imports during 
November was replaced by a decline in value of 2-6 
per cent. as compared with the previous month, 
there was an advance of 10-5 per cent. as compared 
with November, 1934. Exports, while showing a 
small decrease from the October level, were higher 
than in any other month since November, 1930, and 
were 9 per cent. greater than in November, 1934. 
Re-exports were rather less than in the preceding 
month but considerably more than a year earlier. 
For the first eleven months of 1935 the excess of 
imports, at £2427 million, was £17-2 million less 
than for the corresponding period of last year.

Notwithstanding the shorter working month, imports 
in November generally show a seasonal rise compared 
with October, but this year imports, valued at 
£71,455,000, were £1,928,000 (2:6 per cent.) less than 
in October. The value was, however, £6,799,000 (10-5 
per cent.) more than in November, 1934. The decrease 
compared with October was due chiefly to a decline in 
imports of food, drink and tobacco (£3-1 million); 
raw materials showed a seasonal increase of £1-7 
million, and manufactured articles a seasonal decline 
of £0-7 million. The increase as compared with a year 
ago applied to each of the three main classes, imports 
of food, drink and tobacco being greater in value by 
£2-0 million, raw materials by £3-0 million and manu- 
factured articles by £1°7 million. 

Exports of United Kingdom goods during November 
were valued at £39,400,000, which was £465,000 less 
than in October; the value was, however, higher than 
in any other month since November, 1930. Exports of 
food, drink and tobacco and of raw materials each in- 
creased by £0-4 million; for manufactured articles, 
however, a decline of £1:3 million was recorded. Com- 
pared with a year ago, exports last month increased 
by £3,275,000 (9 per cent.). The increase applied to 
each of the three main classes of goods, that for food, 
drink and tobacco being £08 million, for raw materials 
£0'8 million and for manufactured articles £1-9 million, 

The value of re-exports last month was £4,572,000, 
or £160,000 less than in October, but £564,000 more 
than a year ago. The value of goods transhipped under 
bond, which is not included in the recorded value of 
imports and re-exports, amounted last month to 
£2,485,000, as compared with £2,500,000 in October 
and £2,001,000 in November, 1934. 

The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
in November amounted to £27:5 million, as compared 
with £288 million in October and £245 million in 
November, 1934. During the first eleven months of 
the year the excess of imports amounted to £242-7 
million, or £17:2 million less than in the corresponding 
period of 1934. 

For the third month in succession, and contrary to 
the movement in earlier months of this year, exports 
of bullion and specie exceeded imports, exports 
amounting to £243 million and imports to £189 
million. In the first eleven months of the year imports 
exceeded exports by £51 million; in the corresponding 
period last year the import excess amounted to £138 
million. 

The information available from the Accounts 
relating to Trade and Navigation enables the approxi- 

mate value in each month of our aggregate trade with 
British countries and with foreign countries to be 
ascertained. The following are the particulars for the

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of food, drink 
and tobacco during November were valued at £34°4 
million, being £3-1 million (8 per cent.) less than in 
October but £2:0 million (6 per cent.) more than a year 
ago. The increase, as compared with November, 1934, 
was shared by all but two of the groups in this class; 
imports of dairy produce were greater in value by 


£616,000 (15 per cent.), grain and flour by £528,000

(10 per cent.), fresh fruit and vegetables by £519,000 
(20 per cent.), and miscellaneous foodstuffs by 
£459,000 (8 per cent.), while there was a decline of 
£488,000 (8 per cent.) in respect of meat and of 
£198,000 (20 per cent.) in respect of feeding-stuffs for 
animals, 


Aggregate imports of grain and flour last month 
amounted to 20-8 million cwts., an increase of 2-9 
million ewts. (16 per cent.) compared with a year ago. 
Imports of wheat were greater by 1:8 million cwts. (22 
per cent.), notwithstanding a reduction in supplies 
from the Argentine and Canada; there were consider- 
ably larger shipments from Australia and 1:5 million 
cwts. were received from the Soviet Union, whereas 
there were no imports of wheat from this source a year 
ago. The quantity of barley imported (1:8 million 
ewts.) was 35 per cent. greater than in November, 
1934. In this case supplies from the Soviet Union 
amounted to 859,000 ewts., as against nothing a year 
ago; there were substantially larger imports from the 
United States and Canada, but, for the second month 
in succession, no barley was received from Iran (Persia). 
Imports of oats last month (490,000 ewts.) were nearly 
two and a half times as large as a year ago and, as in 
the other months of this year, supplies came almost 
entirely from Canada. There was an increase of 
446,000 cwts. (7 per cent.) in the quantity of maize 
imported, largely due to increased consignments from 
the Argentine, though imports from the Union of 
South Africa were also greater than a year ago. In 
the case of wheat meal and flour, imports increased by 
8 per cent. to 754,000 cwts., a substantial reduction in 
consignments from France being more than offset by 
larger supplies from Australia, Canada and Italy. The 
average value of the wheat meal and flour imported 
continued the rise shown in recent months and reached 
8s. 8d. per cwt., the highest value recorded since 
March, 1932. For the other cereals mentioned above, 
average values of imports during November showed 
practically no change from the October levels and in 
all cases, except wheat, were substantially less than in 
November, 1934. 

Aggregate imports of meat during November were 
170,000 cwts. (7 per cent.) less than a year ago. Re- 
duced supplies from the Argentine were mainly respon- 
sible for a fall of 60,000 ewts. (5 per cent.) in the 
quantity of beef imported, while larger consignments 
of mutton from New Zealand and lamb from Australia 
resulted in total imports of mutton and lamb showing 
an increase of 30.000 ewts. (9 per cent.) as compared 
with November, 1934. For bacon there was a decline 
of 57,000 ewts. (9 per cent.), smaller supplies being 
received from Denmark and each of the other principal 
sources except Canada and the Irish Free State. The 
average values of the beef, mutton and lamb, and bacon 
imported during November all declined as compared 
with October, but only in the case of bacon was the 
value lower than that recorded in November last year. 


There was a substantial increase in the quantity of 
butter imported from Denmark, but consignments 
from Australia and New Zealand were smaller than a 
year ago, with the result that total imports (596,000 
ewts.) showed little change. Imports of cheese from 
Canada, New Zealand and Australia were considerably 
smaller than in November, 1934, and the decline in 
total imports amounted to 108,000 ewts. (38 per cent.). 
There was again a substantial increase in the number 
of eggs imported, principally in respect of Denmark 
and the other foreign sources of supply in Europe, The 
average values of the butter and cheese imported during 
November declined somewhat from the relatively high 
levels of the previous month, but were still substan- 
tially higher than a year ago; eggs showed a normal 
seasonal rise in average value. 

Imports of apples from Canada and the United States 
again showed a_ substantial increase, total imports 
(1,077.000 ewts.) being nearly twice as great as a year 
ago; in value there was an increase of £309.000 (65 per 
cent.). There was a marked reduction in imports of 
oranges, while for bananas and lemons. limes, etc., a 
small decline in quantity was accompanied by an 
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appreciable increase in the value of imports. Imports 
of raisins were nearly double those of a year ago. The 
quantity of tea imported last month was 2.8 million 
lbs. (6 per cent.) greater than in November, 1934, con- 
siderably reduced supplies from China and the Dutch 
East Indies being more than offset by increased imports 
from British India and Ceylon; the average value of 
the imports declined, as compared with October, but 
was higher than a year ago. Imports of raw sugar (2.9 
million ewts.) were somewhat smaller than a year ago; 
there was another rise in the average value of these 
imports, to 7s. 4d. per ewt., the highest figure recorded 
since May, 1934. A large increase in the imports of 
unmanufactured tobacco (unstripped) from the United 
States resulted in total imports showing an increase of 
12 million lbs. (40 per cent.) as compared with a year 
ago; the average value of the imports (1s. 3d. per lb.), 
though somewhat greater than in October, was con- 
siderably less than in November of last year. 


Raw Materials. — The value of raw materials and 
articles mainly unmanufactured, imported last month, 
amounted to £19,703,000, which was £1,715,000 more 
than in October, and £2,963,000 (18 per cent.) more 
than in November, 1934. Since re-exports of raw 
materials last month were only valued at £327,000 
more than a year earlier, the value of raw materials 
retained for use in this country was over £24 million 
more than in November, 1934. Compared with a year 
ago, eleven of the fourteen groups showed increases in 
total imports, the only substantial decline being re- 
corded for rubber (£780,000). The groups showing the 
largest increases were cotton (£1,820,000), wool 
(£884,000), oil seeds, oils, ete. (£434,000), undressed 
hides and skins (£264,000) and textile materials other 
than cotton, wool and silk (£127,000). Compared with 
October most of the groups showed increases, of which 
the largest were in respect of textile raw materials; 
imports of cotton were greater by £1,078,000, of wool 
by £885,000 and of other textile materials (except silk) 
by £375,000.

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Imports last month of about two-thirds of the twenty- 
two raw materials included in the table were greater 
than in November, 1934, the most substantial increases 
being recorded for ‘linseed, dry hides, copper ore, cotton 
seed, planed or dressed wood, palm kernels and soya 
beans. There was, as in the previous month, a very 
marked decline in retained imports of raw rubber. Com. 
pared with October, increases were shown for ten 
of the commodities. As regards the semi-manu- 
factured materials specified, the most significant 
changes were the marked decline in imports of copper 
as compared with both a month and a year ago, and 
the appreciable increase, in comparison with both the 
earlier periods, recorded for lead. 


Manufactured Articles.—Imports during November 
of articles classed as wholly or mainly manufactured 
were valued at £16,875,000, which was £703,000 less 
than in October, but £1,703,000 (11 per cent.) more 
than in November, 1934. Compared with a year ago, 
all but three of the twenty groups showed increases, the 
most substantial being in respect of non-ferrous metals 
and manufactures (£719,000), machinery (£203,000), 
chemicals, drugs, etc. (£174,000), leather and manu- 
factures (£134,000) and the vehicles group (£120,000). 
The declines recorded for three of the groups were all 
less than £11,000. The decrease in imports as com- 
pared with October affected nearly all the groups in this 
class, declines in excess of £100,000 being recorded for 
chemicals, drugs, ete. (£290,000), the miscellaneous 
group (£271,000), paper, cardboard, etc. (£164,000) 
and iron and steel and manufactures (£126,000). 
Appreciable increases were shown for non-ferrous 
metals and manufactures (£323,000) and the manufac- 
tured oils group, which includes refined petroleum 
(£271,000). 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco last month were valued at £3,805,000, or 
£392,000 more than in October, and £788,000 (26 per 
cent.) more than in November, 1934. The former in- 
crease was due largely to a rise of £267,000 in respect 
of the ‘‘ other food ” group, which also showed the 
largest increase (£435,000) in comparison with a year 
ago; exports of refined sugar were valued at £132,000 
more than in October and £226,000 more than in Novem- 
ber, 1934. Compared with a year earlier, an important 
increase was also recorded for the cocoa preparations 
and beverages group (£366,000), due to greater 
exports of spirits to the United States. The only 
appreciable decline was in respect of grain and flour 
(£84,000), the quantity of wheat meal and flour ex- 
ported being under one-third of that recorded a year 
earlier. 


Raw Materials—Exports during November of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £5,096,000, being £419,000 more than in 
October and £829,000 (19 per cent.) more than in 
November, 1934. Compared with a year ago, the prin- 
cipal increases were in respect of raw wool, etc. 
(£336,000), coal (£178,000), unmanufactured oils 
(£135,000), non-ferrous ores and scrap (£122,000) and 
undressed hides and skins (£73,000). Six of the 
fourteen groups showed declines, of which the largest— 
in respect of iron ore and scrap—amounted only to 
£11,000. Compared with October, the largest increases 
were in respect of coal (£148,000) and raw wool, etc. 
(£110,000). Declines were recorded for four groups, 
but these were all below £20,000. 


Coal.—Exports of coal last month totalled 3,496,000 
tons, which was 210,000 tons (6 per cent.) more than 
in October, and 178,000 tons (5 per cent.) more than 
in November, 1934. Compared with a year ago, 
important increases were shown in exports to Egypt 
(188,000 tons), the Irish Free State (126,000 tons), 
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France (78,000 tons), Brazil (45,000 tons), Germany 
41,000 tons), Denmark (38,000 tons) and the Argentine 
31,000 tons). ‘Ihe quantity consigned to Egypt dur- 
ing November (269,000 tons) was the highest recorded 
for any month since May, 1927. Exports to Italy on 
the other hand amounted to only 386,300 tons, 
as against 389,400 tons a year ago, while other 
markets showing important declines were Spain 
(81,000 tons), Belgium (40,000 tons) and Canada 
(83,000 tons). Comparing November with the previous 
month, the markets showing the principal increases 
were Egypt (79,000 tons), France (65,000 tons), Sweden 
(64,000 tons), the Argentine (46,000 tons) and Germany 
(31,000 tons), while the largest declines were recorded 
for Italy (69,000 tons), Canada (60,000 tons), Finland 
(83,000 tons) and Denmark (20,000 tons). The aver- 
age value of the coal exported during November was 
16s. 6d. per ton, compared with 16s. 8d. in October and 
16s. 4d. in November, 1984. 


The quantity of coal shipped last month as bunkers 
on vessels engaged in the foreign trade and on fishing 
vessels amounted to 1,057,000 tons, which was 10,000 
tons less than in October, and 95,000 tons (8 per cent.) 
less than in November, 1934. Shipments of fuel oil 
for bunkers, too, showed an appreciable decline, being 
6 million gallons (22 per cent.) less than a year earlier. 


Manufactured Articles.—Exports during November 
of articles wholly or mainly manufactured were valued 
at £29,331,000, or £1,298,000 less than in October, but 
£1,924,000 (7 per cent.) more than in November, 1934. 
The decline in comparison with the previous month 
affected fifteen of the twenty groups comprising this 
class while, compared with a year ago, all the groups 
showed increases except iron and steel and manufac- 
tures, for which a decline of £119,000 was recorded. 
The groups showing the largest increases were non- 
ferrous metais and manufactures (£428,000), woollen 
and worsted yarns and manufactures (£343,000), 
machinery (£294,000), paper, cardboard, ete. 
(£139,000,) electrical goods and apparatus (£138,000) 
and coke and manufactured fuel (£103,000).

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Total imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof during November (77,000 tons) were 24,200 
tons less than in the previous month. Compared with 
November, 1934, imports were 27,100 tons (26 per 
cent.) less, crude iron and steel declining by 13,600 
tons (25 per cent.) and rolling-mill products by 14,500 
tons (37 per cent.); imports of finished iron and steel 
goods, on the other hand, showed an increase of 1,000 
tons (10 per cent.). 


British exports during November amounted to 
215,800 tons, or 8,200 tons less than in the previous 
month and 4,000 tons (2 per cent.) less than in Novem- 
ber, 1934. The decline as compared with a year ago 
was due to a reduction in exports of finished goods, 
exports of crude iron and steel and of rolling-mill pro- 
ducts being substantially unchanged. Exports of rail- 
way material and of wire and wire manufactures con- 
tinued to show an increase and exports of tinned plates 
a decrease, compared with a year earlier, the variation 
last month being substantial in each case. 


The tonnage of machinery exported in November 
was 8,300 tons less than in the previous month but 
1,600 tons (5 per cent.) more than in November, 1934. 
Compared with a year ago the chief increases were in 
respect of boilers and boiler house plant, electrical 
machinery, agricultural machinery, and cranes, hoists, 
etc.; there was, however, a marked decrease in respect 
of sugar making and refining machinery, and exports 
of textile machinery continued to decline in quantity, 
while for the first time this year exports of mining 
machinery were smaller than a year ago. Total ex- 
ports of machinery for the first eleven months were 
47,870 tons (16 per cent.) more than a year ago, the 
increase in value being £5,621,000. The major part 
of this increase occurred in exports to British coun- 
tries, the tonnage consigned to the Union of South 
Africa being greater by 18,500 tons, representing an 
increase in value of £1,507,000. 


The number of new private cars imported last month 
was 756, as compared with 681 a year ago; for the first 
time since April, imports from the United States were 
larger than a year previously. Exports of motor cars 
and chassis numbered 6,800, which was 1,107 less than 
the record total for October, but 1,046 more than in 
November, 1934. Compared with a year ago, the 
number of new private cars exported increased by 335, 
both British and foreign markets sharing in the in- 
crease. The number of chassis exported was 413 more 
than in November, 1934, a decline of 457 in commer- 
cial chassis being accompanied by a rise of 870 in 
‘‘ other descriptions,’’ mainly accounted for, as in 
October, by a substantial increase in exports to 
Australia. 


Exports of motor cycles and tricars showed an in- 
crease of 405 (81 per cent.) in comparison with a year 
ago, the increase in exports to Australia noted in the 
previous month being maintained. The number of 
pedal cycles exported in November was somewhat 
greater than a year earlier, exports to British India 
continuing to show a substantial increase; the number 
consigned to the Irish Free State, however, was again 
very substantially below the total for a year earlier. 
The value of new ships and boats exported amounted 
to £150,000 as compared with £135,000 in November, 
1934. The tonnage of locomotives exported last month 
was little more than half that of a year earlier, while 
exports of complete wagons and trucks showed a 
marked increase, from 600 tons in November, 1934, to 
4,500 tons last month; this followed an increase in 
October of 1,400 tons compared with a year earlier, 
and for the eleven months exports have more than 
doubled both in tonnage and value.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month (162 
million lbs.) were seasonally higher than in October 
and over 70 per cent. greater than the low figure for 
November, 1934; they were the highest recorded since 
December, 1933. According to statistics published by 
the Liverpool Cotton Association, the deliveries of raw 
cotton to mills during November amounted to 1315 
million lbs., showing an appreciahle increase compared 
either with October or with November, 1934, and being 
the highest recorded since January, 1930. The aggre- 
gate deliveries of cotton to mills during the first eleven 
months of the year (1,201 million lbs.) were 4 million 
lbs. more than in the corresponding period of 1934. 
The average value of the raw cotton imported in 
November was 67d. per lb., compared with 6-4d. per 
Ib. in the previous month (the lowest recorded since 
June, 1934) and 7-1d. per lb. a year ago. 

Exports of cotton yarns during November (12°4 
million lbs.) were slightly lower than in the previous 
month but 1°8 million lbs. more than in November, 
1934. The increase compared with a year ago was 
mainly due to larger shipments to Germany and the 
Netherlands, but exports to Switzerland continued to 
show the decline which has taken place during the 
second half of the year. Exports of cotton piece-goods 
last month (158-5 million square yards) were somewhat 
lower than in October and 13°9 million square yards 
less than in November, 1934, the latter decline apply- 
ing to all descriptions of piece-goods except coloured 
cottons. Compared with a year ago there was, as in 
previous months, a considerable increase in aggregate 
exports to British West Africa, and there were also 
appreciable increases in exports to Egypt, French 
West Africa, New Zealand and Greece; the decline in 
exports to Australia, Switzerland, Colombia and the 
Argentine was maintained and for the sixth month in 
succession exports to British India were less than in 
1934, 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool during 
November (48:3 million lbs.) were seasonally greater 
than in October and were 14-4 million lbs. larger than 
in November, 1934. The average value of sheep’s and 
lambs’ wool imported was 10-9d. per lb., about the 
same as in the two preceding months; in November, 
1934, it was 96d. per lb. Exports of sheep’s and 
lambs’ wool amounted to 8-6 million Ibs., the same as 
in October, which was a record month for this century; 
in November. 1934, they amounted to 4-3 million Ibs. 
This two-fold increase compared with a year ago was 
mainly in British wool exported, substantially larger 
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shipments to the United States more than offsetting a 
heavy decline in exports to Italy. 

The quantity of wool tops exported in November 
(4-6 million lbs.) was 13 million lbs. less than the high 
figure recorded for October, but was 800,000 lbs. more 
than in November, 1934. Exports of woollen and 
worsted yarns (4:8 million lbs.) were appreciably larger 
than in October or in November, 1934. The increase 
compared with a year ago, which amounted to 17 per 
cent., was largely due to the continued expansion in 
supplies to Germany; there were also appreciable in- 
creases in exports to the Irish Free State, Norway and 
the Netherlands, but exports to China and Hong Kong 
again showed a considerable decline. The quantity of 
woollen and worsted tissues exported (88 million 
square yards) was appreciably smaller than in the pre- 
vious month, but was 1-6 million square yards more 
than in November, 1934; the principal markets con- 
cerned in this increase were Japan and the Argentine 
(mainly worsted tissues in each case), the Union of 
South Africa, Canada and the United States, the in- 
crease in the case of the two latter being mostly in 
woollen tissues. 

Exports of linen piece-goods last month (6-0 million 
square yards) were slightly greater than in the previous 
month; compared with a year ago the quantity was 
about the same, but the value was 11 per cent. greater. 
The quantity of artificial silk piece-goods exported (5:8 
million square yards), though appreciably less than in 
November, 1934, was the highest recorded this year. 
Exports of jute piece-goods were substantially lower 
than in the previous month, but showed an appreciable 
increase compared with November, 1934, due to larger 
shipments to the United States.

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increases in respect of beverages and cocoa prepara- 
tions (mainly tea), meat and dairy produce being partly 
offset by a decline in the value of fresh fruit and vege- 
tables re-exported. Raw materials showed an aggre- 
gate increase of £327,000, the main items being un- 
dressed hides and skins (£93,000), oilseeds, oils, etc. 
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(£88,000), and cotton (£76,000). Among manufac- 
tured articles, re-exports of which in the aggregate were 
greater by £210,000, the most important increases were 
in respect of non-ferrous metals (£188,000) and the 
manufactured oils group (£86,000); of the former in- 
crease £103,000 was in re-exports of copper and manu- 
factures. Re-exports of miscellaneous manufactured 
articles declined by £75,000. 





BRITISH SHIPPING IN 1934 
SOME COMPARISONS WITH 1933 


The ‘‘ Annual Statement of the Navigation and 
Shipping of the United Kingdom for the year 1934 ”’ is 
published to-day.* The volume contains much inter- 
esting and varied information regarding our shipping. 
It is divided into three sections: (1) Introduction and 
abstract tables; (2) detailed tables for the year 1934; 
(3) comparative tables for the years 1930-34. The 
tables deal with the following subjects :—The number, 
nationality and net tonnage of vessels arriving at, and 
departing from, the ports of the United Kingdom in the 
foreign trade and in the coasting trade; the number 
and tonnage of vessels on the registers at the ports of 
the several divisions of the British Empire, and the 
ages of the vessels on the register at ports of the 
United Kingdom; the number and tonnage of vessels 
belonging to the United Kingdom returned as em- 
ployed, and the number of persons employed therein; 
and shipbuilding in the United Kingdom. 


1. FOREIGN TRADE 
(a) ENTRANCES AND CLEARANCES 


A general survey of shipping movements at ports in 
the United Kingdom during 1934 was published in the 
‘** B.T.J.”’ of March 28, 1935 (pages 517-521), when 
preliminary figures in respect of the year 1934 were 
first available. The entrances in the foreign trade 
during the year 1934 at ports in the United Kingdom 
aggregated 68,304 vessels of 85,358,789 tons net, of 
which 49,215 vessels of 62,671,494 tons net were 
entrances with cargo. The net tonnage of the 
entrances with cargo was 3-7 per cent. more and the 
number of vessels entered with cargo 4-1 per cent. more 
than in the previous year, and notwithstanding larger 
proportionate decreases in respect of vessels in ballast, 
the net tonnage of the total entrances and the total 
number of vessels entered were more by 1°0 and 0-7 
per cent., respectively, than in 1933. 


The clearances with cargo and in ballast in the 
foreign trade during the year 1934 from ports in the 
United Kingdom totalled 68,584 vessels of 85,480,546 
tons net, including clearances with cargo of 49,564 
vessels of 56,089,570 tons net. As compared with 1933 
there was an increase of 08 per cent. both in number 
and tonnage in respect of the vessels with cargo, and 
of 0-7 per cent. in the number and 0-1 per cent. in the 
tonnage of vessels that cleared with cargo and in 
ballast. 


The average size of the vessels that entered and 
cleared at ports in the United Kingdom showed little 
change in 1934 as compared with 1933, both as regards 
the vessels recorded as with cargo and those recorded 
as in ballast, the greatest relative change being a 
decrease of 1°7 per cent. in respect of vessels that 
cleared in ballast. With the exception of those in the 
last-mentioned category, however, the average size of 
vessels was somewhat greater in 1934 than in 1932. 
In the year 1934 the average size of vessels that entered 
with cargo was 1,273 tons net and that of vessels that 
cleared with cargo 1,132 tons net, while vessels that 
entered and cleared in ballast averaged 1,189 and 1,545

tons net, respectively. British vessels generally were 
larger than in 1933 or 1932, averaging 1,370 tons net 
for those entered and 1,367 tons net for those cleared 
in 1934; on the other hand foreign vessels were slightly 
smaller than in the preceding two years, averaging 
1,127 tons net entered and 1,124 tons net cleared. 


Trading Areas.—The following table relating to 
vessels with cargo shows the relative importance of the 
different geographical areas in 1933 and 1984 as 
measured by the aggregate tonnage of shipping that 
carried cargoes between them and the ports of the 
United Kingdom, with the British proportion of the 
total net tonnage entered from and cleared to each 
area :—

As compared with the previous year there was a sub- 
stantial increase in 1934 in the proportion of tonnage 
both entered and cleared with cargo for ‘‘ Northern 
Europe (Foreign),’’ the increased clearances being con- 
nected mainly with larger exports of coal and of iron 
and steel goods to countries within that area. An ap- 
preciable increase was shown in the proportion for both 
entrances and clearances from and to ‘‘ East Africa, 
Persian Gulf, India,’’ due largely, as regards entrances, 
to increased shipments of refined petroleum from 
Iran (Persia). The proportion of entrances with cargo 
was also appreciably larger for ‘‘ South America— 
Atlantic Coast ’’ and ‘‘ Eastern Asia and Islands in the 
Pacific,’’ these increases being associated with greater 
imports of wheat and maize from the Argentine and of 
rubber from British Malaya. A substantial decrease 
was recorded in the proportion of both entrances and 
clearances with cargo in respect of ‘‘ North America— 
Atlantic Coast ’’; as regards clearances this area, 
which ranked second in order of importance in 1933, 
was third in 1934. There were important decreases in 
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the proportions of entrances with cargo from ‘* Central 
and Eastern Mediterranean Countries ’’ and Austral- 
asia, and of clearances to ‘‘ South America—Atlantic 
Coast,’’ while the proportion was lower for both 
entrances and clearances in the case of the Irish Free 
State. 


The British proportion of the tonnage that entered 
and cleared with cargo at ports in the United Kingdom 


from and to other countries was 58-9 per cent. in 1934 


and 59-6 per cent. in 1983. The share taken by British 
vessels varied considerably for the different trading 
areas, and in this connection it may be noted that 90-4 
per cent. in 1934 and 91-4 per cent. in 1933 of the 
tonnage entered and cleared with cargo from and to 
British Empire countries (excluding the Irish Free 
State) was British. In both years practically the whole 
of the tonnage engaged in the trade with the Irish Free 
State was British, while in respect of ‘‘ East Africa, 
Persian Gulf, India ’’ the British proportion was 92°5 
per cent, in 1934 and 94-7 per cent. in 1933. On the 
other hand, only about 37 per cent. in both 1934 and 
1938 of the tonnage trading between the United King- 
dom and ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ related to 
British vessels. There were reductions in 1934 as com- 
pared with 1933 in the British proportion of the ton- 
nage entered and cleared from and to the majority of 
the trading areas. A marked increase, however, was 
shown for ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean Coun- 
tries,’’ where the British proportion rose from 39-9 per 
cent. in 1983 to 47°8 per cent. in 1934, due largely to 
the considerable reduction in the amount of Italian 
tonnage trading between the United Kingdom and this 
area. The small proportion of British tonnage shown for 
‘“ Other Areas ”’ is due to the fact that foreign fishing 
vessels entered at United Kingdom ports from ‘‘ Deep 
Sea Fisheries ’’ are included, while British fishing 
vessels are excluded from the shipping records. In 
1934, 3,091 foreign fishing vessels, aggregating 103,081 
tons net, entered ports of the United Kingdom with 
cargo from ‘‘ Deep Sea Fisheries,’’ the corresponding 


j figures for 1933 being 3,766 vessels of 129,390 tons net.

Of the total tonnage that entered and cleared, the 
British share, which fell from 58-2 per cent. in 1931 to 
57-9 per cent. in 1932 and to 566 per cent. in 1933, 
declined further to 55-2 per cent. in 1934. Most of the 
principal foreign nationalities specified in the above 
table showed increased proportions in 1934 as com- 
pared with 1933, the most noticeable increases being in 
respect of vessels belonging to the Unitéd States and 
Norway. There was a very marked decrease in the 
share répresented by Italian tonnage, the actual ton- 
nage entered and cleared showing a decline of over 30 
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per cent. Japanese tonnage also was less in 1934 than 
a year earlier, while in three cases the percentages were 
the same in both years. 


(b) ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES AT Ports 


The statistics relating to ports differ from those given 
in the table already referred to, in that for entrances 
and clearances a vessel is only reckoned once in a 
voyage, usually at its first port of arrival at, or 
departure from, the United Kingdom; for statistics of 
individual ports, however, arrivals and departures at 
each port are taken, irrespective of the number of ports 
called at in the course of a voyage. 


A comparison between the figures for 1934 and 1933 
shows that increases were recorded for most of the 
principal ports. A substantial improvement was 
shown in the figures for London, while an appreciable 
increase was recorded in the tonnage using the port of 
Liverpool. There were marked increases at Glasgow 
and Middlesbrough, and a considerable improvement, 
reflecting increased shipments of coal, was recorded for 
the Tyne ports. The largest declines were at Cardiff 
and Southampton; the latter, which related only to 
vessels in ballast, was due mainly to decreased liner- 
cruise activity. London was the leading port, the ton- 
nage of arrivals and departures combined amounting 
to 181 per cent. in 1934, as compared with 17-9 per 
cent. in 1933, of the total for all ports in the United 
Kingdom. Liverpool ranked second with about 11°7 
per cent. in both years, while Southampton was third, 
with 9-1 per cent, in 1934 and 9:3 per cent. in 1933. 


2. COASTING TRADE 

During 1934, the arrivals in the coasting trade of the 
United Kingdom totalled 200,082 vessels of 59,610,039 
tons net and the departures 199,622 vessels of 
59,044,699 tons net. The net tonnage of the arrivals 
was 5-9 per cent. greater and of the departures 6-0 per 
cent. greater than the corresponding totals for 1933. 
Of the net tonnage, 44-9 per cent. of the arrivals and 
44:8 per cent. of the departures related to vessels with 
cargo. 


The tonnage of the arrivals and departures of vessels 
in the coasting trade was larger in 1934 than in any 
other post-war year. While a precise comparison 
with pre-war statistics is not practicable, owing to the 
creation of the Irish Free State, it would seem pro- 
bable that the tonnage engaged in the coasting trade 
last year was also greater than that for a comparable 
area in 1913, the year in which there was greatest 
activity in the coasting trade prior to the war. 


8. DISTRIBUTION OF BRITISH SHIPPING BY 
AGE AND TONNAGE 


On December 31, 1934, there were 8,622 steam 
vessels of 14,878,412 tons gross, 4,168 motor vessels 
of 2,826,170 tons gross, and 4,435 sailing vessels of 
459,409 tons gross registered under Part I of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894. at ports of the United 
Kingdom, Isle of Man and Channel Islands. The gross 
tonnage of motor vessels on the register was 3-1 per 
cent. greater than in 1933, while the gross tonnage of 
steam vessels was 4-5 per cent. and of sailing vessels 
9-0 per cent. less than the corresponding figures for 
1933. The total tonnage on the register was 661,465 
tons (3-5 per cent.) smaller at the end of 1934 than a 
year earlier. 


There has been a continuous decline since 1930 in the 
tonnage on the register, amounting in the aggregate to 
2,668,492 tons gross. The largest decline in any year 
was one of 1,106,685 tons between 1932 and 1933. In 
each year an increase has been recorded for motor 
vessels, the increase in the five years being 452,918 
tons, or 19 per cent. of the tonnage on the register at 
the end of 1930.

According to the above table 11-0 (15-1) per cent. of 
the gross tonnage of steam and motor vessels on the 
register on the last day of 1934 was less than five years 
of age, 37-1 (39-8) per cent. was less than ten years of 
age, and 9-0 per cent. was built over 24 years ago. 


Vessels of 6,000 tons gross and over represented 47-2 
(46-7) per cent. of the gross tonnage on the register. 
Among these vessels 11-2 (14°6) per cent. of the gross 
tonnage was less than five years of age, while 35-7 
(37-4) per cent. was less than ten years of age, and only 
5°7 per cent. was 24 years of age and over. 


With regard to the vessels of under 1,500 tons gross, 
comprising mainly coasting and home trade vessels, 
77°3 (75-5) per cent. of the gross tonnage was built over 
ten years ago, while no less than 32:7 per cent. was 
built prior to 1911. 


New vessels (first registry) accounted for 335 (215) 
vessels of 139,800 (64,819) tons net of the additions to 
the register during 1934 and 88 (65) vessels of 58,924 
(67,114) tons net were purchases from foreigners. 
Among the deductions from the register were 104 (84) 
vessels of 47,907 (38,196) tons net “‘ wrecked or other- 
wise lost,’’ and 350 (245) vessels of 251,861 (156,588) 
tons net broken up; 172 (259) vessels of 303,772 
(594,906) tons net were sold to foreigners, and of this 
total 91,000 (114,000) tons were sold to Italy, 72,000 
(191,000) tons to Greece and 43,000 (110,000) tons to 
Japan. 


4. EMPLOYMENT OF SHIPPING AND SEAMEN 


Excluding vessels of under 100 tons gross, there 
were 4,156 vessels, aggregating 15,924,789 tons gross, 
belonging to the United Kingdom, the Isle of Man and 
the Channel Islands which were returned as employed 
in sea trading at some time during the year 1934. The 
crews of these vessels totalled 184,216 persons, of 
whom 124,993 were British, 10,930 were foreigners, 
and 48,293 were lascars (British subjects and 
foreigners). Of the vessels included in the employ- 
ment returns 93-2 per cent. of the gross tonnage and 
88-5 per cent. of the total crews were engaged in the 
foreign trade, and 68 per cent. and 11:5 per cent., 
respectively, in the home (including coasting) trade. 
Excluding river trade vessels, there were 240 trading 
vessels of and above 100 tons gross, aggregating 873,760 
tons gross, not recorded as having been employed at 
any time during the year 1934. The unemployed 
vessels last year were about half those in 1933, for 
which the figures were 442 vessels of 1,671,499 tons 
gross. 


>}. VESSELS LAUNCHED 


Excluding unregistered vessels of less than 15 tons, 
there were launched in the United Kingdom during 
1934 for British owners 128 steam vessels of 138,734 
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tons net, 301 motor vessels of 115,612 tons net, and 
188 sailing vessels, chiefly barges, aggregating 14,534 
tons net. In addition, 12 vessels of 8,408 tons net were 
built for foreign owners, including seven steam vessels 
of 7,952 tons net, four motor vessels of 436 tons net, 
and one sailing vessel of 20 tons net. The total in. 
crease in launchings in 1934 compared with 1938 
amounted to about 193,000 tons. In this connection 
it should be borne in mind that the figures for the 
earlier year were abnormally low, while the tonnage 
built for British owners in 1934 included that of the 
s.s. ‘‘ Queen Mary ”’ (estimated at 40,000 tons net). 


6. THE BRITISH FISHING FLEET 

At December 31, 1934, the number of fishing vessels 
on the register was 13,953, the same as a year earlier. 
The net tonnage of registered fishing vessels increased 
slightly from 277,533 tons net on December 31, 1933, 
to 279,265 tons net on the last day of 1934. As in 
previous years, the number of sailing vessels showed a 
considerable decrease and motor vessels a substantial 
increase. The number of steam vessels decreased by 
rather more than one per cent., but the net tonnage 
was a like amount greater than a year earlier. 


There was a decrease, as compared with the previous 
year, in the number of men and boys employed in 
fishing; in 1934 the estimated number was 56,477, of 
whom 49,966 were regular fishermen and 6,511 were 
occasionally employed. The corresponding number for 
1933 was 56,835, including 51,149 regular fishermen 
and 5,686 occasionals. In this connection it may be 
mentioned that the quantity of fish of British taking 
landed in the United Kingdom was slightly less in 1934 
than in the previous year. Fishing boats are divided 
into three classes for registration purposes, and the 
following table shows, by classes, the number and net 
tonnage of steam, motor and sailing fishing boats 
belonging to the United Kingdom, Isle of Man and 
Channel Islands at the end of 1934:—

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During the six months ended September, 1935, the 
value of imports increased, as compared with the 
sorresponding period of 1934, by Rs. 8 crores, or 4 per 
cent., and amounted to Rs. 65 crores, *writes H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in India. Total exports, 
including te-exports, declined by Rs. 13 lakhs, or 0-2 
per cent.,.to Rs. 75 crores. Exports of Indian mer- 
chandise Showed a decrease of Rs. 36 lakhs, or 0°5 per 
cent., while re-exports increased by Rs. 23 lakhs, or 
17 per cent. The grand total of imports, exports and 
re-exports amounted to Rs. 140 crores as against 137 
crores, an increase of Rs. 3 crores, or 2 per cent. 

Imports of treasure (private and Government) 
decreased by Rs. 2,02 lakhs to Rs. 1,30 lakhs. Gold 
bullion fell by Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 22 lakhs, sovereigns 
and other British gold coin increased by Rs. 29 lakhs to 
Rs. 39 lakhs, and other coined gold decreased by Rs. 45 
thousands to Rs. 37 thousands. The value of silver 
imported decreased by Rs. 2,27 lakhs to Rs. 66 lakhs, 
while imports of currency notes increased by nearly 
Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 24 lakhs. Exports of treasure 
decreased by Rs. 4,73 lakhs to Rs. 22°33 lakhs. 
Exports of gold alone amounted to Rs. 20,09 lakhs, as 
against Rs. 23,25 lakhs in the preceding year. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 

India’s visible balance of trade in merchandise and 
treasure during the six months, April-September, 1935, 
1934 and 1933, is shown in the following table. The 
figures are arrived at by combining the balances of 
transactions in (1) private merchandise and (2) 
treasure (private account). The balance of remittances 
of funds is also shown with details at the end of this 
table. In these balances the sign plus (+) indicates 
net export and minus (—) net import :—

the principal cotton textile categories, namely cotton 
yarns, plain grey piece-goods and printed piece-goods; 
on the other hand, dyed cotton piece-goods show a sub- 
stantial fall, while the importations of woven and 
coloured piece-goods were practically the same as in the 
corresponding period of last year. The increases in the 
imports of the three first-named categories were almost 
entirely due to larger arrivals from Japan. The reduc- 
tion in dyed piece-goods was mainly at the expense of 
the United Kingdom trade. Artificial silk yarns also 
registered a considerable decrease, which was shared 
by all the competing countries, and the shipments of 
woollen and worsted piece-goods also fell considerably, 
owing mainly to smaller arrivals from Japan. 

Imports of drugs and medicines rose sharply, in- 
creased arrivals coming from all the principal countries 
of supply. On the other hand, importations of soap 
again show a considerable reduction, reflecting in- 
creased local production in this commodity. 

Importations of machinery and millwork continue to 
increase, although the trade fluctuated somewhat in 
the various categories included therein. Cotton textile 
machinery and sugar machinery show reduced imports, 
while considerable increases were registered in jute 
machinery, electrical machinery, boilers and _loco- 
motives. Imports of mining machinery were some- 
what less than in the corresponding period of 1984. 
Those from the United States show a considerable fall, 
which was set off to a certain extent by increased im- 
portations from Belgium. 

There was a heavy fall in shipments of motor buses, 
the trade of the United States, the principal country 
of supply, suffering considerably in this respect. 

The import trade in wireless apparatus still continues 
to expand and a satisfactory increase in the arrivals 
from the United Kingdom is registered, which country 
now takes first place over the United States. In 
receiving instruments alone, however (excluding com- 
ponents), the position is not so satisfactory, as the 
United States still contributes the bulk of the complete 


_sets imported. 


CoMPETITIVE Import PosITION 


As regards the competitive position, the percentage 
of the imports from the United Kingdom is still falling 
slightly, to the extent of 1-4 per cent. in the period 
under review, as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1934. The percentage from Japan remained 
stationary at 16 per cent. The shares of Germany and 
the United States both increased from 7°8 per cent. to 
8-8 per cent. in the case of Germany and from 6:5 per 
cent. to 7-4 per cent. in that of the United States. 
The following table shows the total imports in lakhs of 
rupees of the trade of the principal countries of supply, 
together with percentage shares in the half-years ended 
September 30, 1935 and 1934, respectively :—

The United Kingdom considerably increased her 
shipments of machinery and millwork, principally in 
electrical machinery, boilers, sewing machines and 
locomotives. She also strengthened her competitive 
position in many lines of iron and steel goods. On the 
other hand, there were reduced arrivals of United King- 
dom cotton textiles. The importations of motor cars 
from the United Kingdom show a considerable increase. 

Imports from Germany show an increase of about 
12 per cent., no doubt being stimulated by the various 
forms of export subsidies at present employed by that 
country with a view to improving her exchange posi- 
tion. Importations of machinery and millwork from 
Germany registered the greatest increase, while she 
strengthened her competitive position in electrical 
machinery, wrought tubes, pipes and fittings, drugs 
and medicines, glass and glassware, beer and certain 
stationery lines. 


The larger shipments from the United States were 
due mainly to increases in the trade in machinery and 
millwork, electrical machinery and drugs and medi- 
cines, which were, however, set off to some extent by 
reductions in mining machinery, hardware, motor cars 
and motor buses. 


As regards the competition from Japan, although 
that country’s percentage of trade remained the same, 
many of the categories in which the competition from 
that country has been most felt again show increased 
shipments, including most of the cotton textile cate- 
gories of piece-goods. The Japanese percentage ship- 
ments of haberdashery remained constant at 42 per 
cent. On the other hand, there was a considerable 
reduction in artificial silk yarns, artificial silk piece- 
goods, rubber-soled footwear and woollen and worsted 
piece-goods. In printing paper and stationery, how- 
ever, Japan improved her competitive position. 


The following notes on the various categories of 
goods already referred to are taken from the Survey. 
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Imports oF Corton TEXTILE Goops 


Cotton Yarns.—Compared with the six months ended 
September 30, 1934, total imports showed an increase 
in quantity from 15,069,942 lbs. to 19,976,380 lbs. and 
in value from Rs, 138-4 lakhs to Rs. 173-3 lakhs. The 
share of the United Kingdom increased very slightly 
from 4,476,191 lbs., valued at Rs. 46-9 lakhs, to 
4,773,105 lbs., valued at Rs. 48-6 lakhs. Imports from 
Japan, however, again showed a large increase from 
5,262,326 lbs. to 9,314,971 lbs., valued at Rs. 546 
lakhs to Rs. 82:7 lakhs. Imports from China, the other 
principal supplier, showed a slight increase in quantity 
from 5,274,083 Ibs. in 1934 to 5,855,187 lbs. in 1935, 
and a larger increase in value for the same two periods 
from Rs. 36:3 lakhs to Rs. 41-7 lakhs. 


Grey Piece-Goods (plain grey).—Imports rose from 
82,835,246 yards (Rs. 109-1 lakhs) to 100,131,128 yards 
(Rs. 122°8 lakhs). The United Kingdom’s share, how- 
ever, remained almost steady at 11,860,610 yards, as 
compared with 11,613,938 yards for the same period of 
1934; the total value fell by Rs. 4 lakh, from Rs. 15°5 
lakhs to Rs. 15 lakhs. On the other hand, imports 
from Japan showed an increase of 25 per cent., from 
70,669,317 yards, valued at Rs. 92:8 lakhs, to 
88,053,568 yards, valued at Rs. 107°3 lakhs. 


Printed Piece-Goods.—Under this heading an in- 
crease was registered in the total business from 
83,558,919 yards, valued at Rs. 1445 lakhs, to 
109,778,953 yards, valued at Rs. 166°7 lakhs. The 
increase was shared both by the United Kingdom and 
by Japan, although by the latter a much greater pro- 
portion. The shipments from the United Kingdom 
rose from 36,822,269 yards, valued at Rs. 80-5 lakhs, 
in 1934 to 37,619,628 yards, valued at Rs. 82-1 lakhs. 
Arrivals from Japan showed a very considerable in- 
crease from 46,054,058 yards to 72,082,656 yards; the 
rise in value was not, however, proportionate, increas- 
ing only from Rs. 62°7 lakhs to Rs. 84-3 lakhs. 


Dyed Piece-Goods.—This trade recorded a fall 
during the period under review from 59,939,063 yards, 
valued at Rs. 146-4 lakhs, to 54,003,287 yards, valued 
at Rs. 124-9 lakhs. The fall was almost entirely borne 
by the United Kingdom, while Japan increased its 
share slightly. Arrivals from the United Kingdom 
decreased from 49,256,456 yards, valued at Rs. 124-4 
lakhs, to 41,765,847 yards, valued at Rs. 105-2 lakhs. 
Japanese supplies increased from 8,068,039 yards to 
10,596,761 yards, valued at Rs. 135 lakhs and Rs. 14-4 
lakhs, respectively. Imports from Switzerland, the 
next most important supplier, were practically 
stationary at 926,314 yards, valued at Rs. 32 lakhs, 
in the current year, as compared with 889,916 yards, 
valued at Rs. 3-6 lakhs, in the same period of the 
preceding year. 

Woven Coloured Piece-Goods.—This trade remained 
practically stationary as regards quantity, imports 
being 16,100,769 yards in the first six months of the 
last year and 16,063,935 yards in the same period this 
year. The total value, however, fell from Rs. 42°8 
lakhs to Rs. 369 lakhs. Practically the whole of the 
fall in imports was suffered by the United Kingdom, 
whose share decreased from 7,533,638 yards, valued at 
Rs. 23-1 lakhs, to 4,789,891 yards, valued at Rs. 138 
lakhs. On the other hand, at the expense of the 
United Kingdom, arrivals from Japan increased from 
8,234,925 yards, valued at Rs. 18-1 lakhs, to 10,979,153 
yards, valued at Rs. 21-7 lakhs. 


WooLLEN AND WorsTED Piecr-Goops 


There was a considerable fall in total imports under 
this heading, from 5,472,454 yards, valued at Rs. 72'6 
lakhs, to 3,167,445 yards, valued at Rs. 46-9 lakhs. 
This reduction was due almost entirely to smaller 
arrivals from Japan, imports from that country being 
reduced by half from 8,676,195 yards, valued at 
Rs. 88-7 lakhs, to 1,733,061 yards, valued at Rs. 177 
lakhs. The share of the United Kingdom rose from 
1,099,930 yards to 1,187,131 yards, but fell slightly in 
value from Rs. 25:2 lakhs to Rs. 25 lakhs. The only

other supplier of any importance is Germany, which 
sent 147,123 yards, valued at Rs. 2 lakhs, as against 
127,985 yards, valued at Rs, 2°2 lakhs, in the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding year. 


ARTIFICIAL SILK YARNS 


A slight fall was registered in the quantity of these 
imports and a heavier fall in the aggregate value, due 
to lower prices received. The total arrivals fell in 
quantity from 8,302,290 lbs. to 8,077,565 lbs., and in 
value by almost 25 per cent., from Rs. 62:5 lakhs to 
Rs. 46:5 lakhs. The bulk of the reduction was suffered 
by the United Kingdom in regard to quantity, and by 
the United Kingdom, Italy and Japan in value. Japan 
continues to obtain the largest part of this market, her 
shipments amounting to 4,557,177 lbs. in the period 
under review, as compared with 4,785,700 lbs. in the 
same period of the previous year. The value of her 
shipments was, however, heavily reduced from Rs, 34 
lakhs to Rs. 25-2 lakhs. The next largest supplier is 
Italy, whose imports rose from 2,574,245 lbs. to 
8,183,058 Ibs., but fell in value from Rs. 21 lakhs to 
Rs. 18:7 lakhs. A proportionately heavy reduction was 
suffered by the United Kingdom, whose sendings were 
reduced from 627,183 lbs., valued at Rs. 5-1 lakhs, to 
200,690 Ibs., valued at Rs. 1-4 lakhs. Shipments from 
France were also heavily reduced from 196,949 lbs., 
valued at Rs, 1-4 lakhs, to 86,273 lbs., valued at Rs. 0-4 
lakhs, 


MACHINERY AND MILL Work 


There was a useful increase in total imports, from 
Rs. 586 lakhs during the six months ended September, 
1934, to Rs. 668 lakhs during the corresponding period 
of the current year. All the supplying countries shared 
in this increase, arrivals from the United Kingdom 
advancing from Rs. 413-4 lakhs to Rs. 450°4 lakhs; 
Germany’s share also increased in greater proportion 
from Rs. 63-8 lakhs to Rs. 81-6 lakhs, while imports 
from tie United States rose from Rs, 54:3 lakhs to 
Rs. 65°4 lakhs. Belgium and Japan both obtained 
comparatively small shares, but both registered in- 
creases : Japan from Rs. 5-2 lakhs to Rs. 9.5 lakhs and 
Belgium from Rs. 3°3 lakhs to Rs. 13-6 lakhs. 


WIRELESS APPARATUS 


This trade continued to expand, imports being 
doubled, from Rs. 5°7 lakhs to Rs. 116 lakhs. It is 
satisfactory to note that the major part of this expan- 
sion was secured by the United Kingdom, arrivals from 
that country rising from Rs, 1-9 lakhs to Rs. 5-4 lakns. 
At the same time, however, the United States con- 
tinued to gain ground, and supplied Rs. 46 lakhs 
during the period under review, as compared with 
Rs, 2:5 lakhs in the same period of the preceding year. 
The shares of other important competing countries, 
Germany and the Netherlands, also increased, but to a 
lesser extent, imports from the Netherlands rising 
from Rs, 0-7 lakh to Rs. 0°9 lakh, and from Germany 
from Rs. 0:3 lakh to Rs. 0-4 lakh. References have 
been made in previous reports to the potential value of 
this market and to the popularity of the sets supplied 
by certain United States manufacturers. 


Soap 


Imports were reduced by more than 50 per cent., the 
total declining from 144,875 cwts., valued at Rs. 41-4 
lakhs, to 81,826 cwts., valued at Rs, 18-2 lakhs. Prac- 
tically the whole of this reduction fell on United King- 
dom suppliers, who obtain the great bulk of the trade. 
Shipments from thence fell from 126,706 cwts., valued 
at Rs. 86 lakhs, to 23,031 cwts., valued at Rs. 15 
lakhs. In the period under review, the reduction was 
mainly due to smaller arrivals of household and 
laundry soap, although imports of toilet soap also 
registered a small decline. Shipments of household 
and laundry soap were reduced from 117,108 cwts., 
valued at Rs. 23:3 lakhs, to 6,665 cwts., valued at 
Rs, 1-6 lakhs, while the arrivals nf toilet soap fell from 
25,501 ewts., valued at Rs, 17-4 lakhs, to 21,777 ewts., 
valued at Rs. 15-7 lakhs.

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ANGLO-ITALIAN PAYMENTS 
DISTRIBUTION OF MONIES COLLECTED 


With reference to paragraph 4 of the Explanatory 
Notice regarding the Treaty of Peace (Covenant of the 
League of Nations) (No. 2) Order, 1935—see the 
‘“‘B.T.J.”’ of November 14, 1935, page 691—the 
Treasury have made the following further announce- 
ment :— 


All sums received or to be received by the Controller 
of Anglo-Italian Debts in respect of Italian goods im- 
ported into the United Kingdom before November 18, 
1935, or in transit on that date, will be paid into the 
Sterling Account referred to in Article 5 of the Anglo- 
Italian Payments Agreement of April 27, 1935 (Com- 
mand Paper 4888). 


The sums available in the Sterling Account will con- 
tinue to be transferred to creditors in the United 
Kingdom in respect of debts due from persons in Italy 
for (a) United Kingdom goods exported to Italy before 
November 18, 1935, and (b) freights for the carriage of 
goods exported before the same date between the two 
countries in British ships, in respect of which lire have 
been or shall be deposited in the Lire Account referred 
to in Article 4 of the same Agreement. 


Such transfers will be effected in the chronological 
order of the deposits into the Lire Account. 


In order to avoid misunderstanding it is pointed out 
that :— 


(1) Debts from persons ordinarily resident or 
ordinarily carrying on business in the United Kingdom 
to persons ordinarily resident or ordinarily carrying on 
business in Italy in respect of the price of goods grown, 
produced or manufactured in Italy and imported into 
the United Kingdom must as heretofore be paid to 
the Bank of England for the account of the Controller 
of Anglo-Italian Debts and not otherwise; and 

(2) it is illegal to export goods to Italy against pay- 
ment by deposit in the Lire Account unless the price has 
been wholly so paid by deposit into the Lire Account 
made before November 18, 1935, or unless the goods 
were in course of transit on November 18, 1935. 


ITALIAN BANKNOTES 


A Ministerial Decree was. published in the Italian 
“* Gazette ’’ on November 16 allowing a period of ten 
days from that date during which Italian bank notes 
of 500 and 1,000 lire denominations held abroad might 
be freely brought into Italy and placed in a blocked 
account with an authorised Italian bank. Since the 
expiry of the period in question, the importation of 
such notes has been forbidden. 


Travellers to Italy should, therefore, note that 
though they may still bring with them Italian bank 
notes to a maximum value of 2,000 lire, these notes 
must be in denominations not exceeding 100 lire. 


UNITED KINGDOM—TURKEY TRADE AND 
PAYMENTS AGREEMENT 


PAYMENTS INTO TURKISH POUNDS ACCOUNT 
AT CENTRAL BANK OF TURKEY 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Central 
Bank of Turkey is prepared to issue duplicate receipts 
for payments into the Turkish Pounds Account in 
respect of United Kingdom goods imported into 
Turkey, at the request of importers of United Kingdom 
goods. 


Exporters in this country who desire confirmation 
of payments made into the Central Bank in their 
favour are therefore recommended to request their 
Turkish customers to apply for, and supply them with 
such duplicate receipts. 
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ANGLO-FRENCH CONVENTION OF 1898 
FRENCH WEST AFRICAN CUSTOMS TARIFF§ 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a 
Note from the French Government addressed to the 
British Embassy in Paris in which the French Govern- 
ment indicate their desire to unify the customs tariffs 
of the French colonies in West Africa. 


For this purpose, the French Government suggest 
that Article 9 of the Anglo-French Convention of 1898 
should be suspended, by mutual consent of France and 
Great Britain, for one or two years, at the end of which 
time the position would be reviewed. 


Article 9 of this Convention provides that in the 
territories concerned, i.e. in the British colonies, 
Nigeria and the Gold Coast and in the French colonies, 
Dahomey and the Ivory Coast, 

‘* British subjects and British protected persons, and 
French citizens and French protected persons, as far as 
regards their persons and goods, and the merchandise the 
produce or manufacture of Great Britain and France, their 
respective colonies, possessions and protectorates, shall 
enjoy . . . the same treatment in all matters of river navi- 
gation, of commerce, and of tariff and fiscal treatment and 
taxes of all kinds.” 


The Note adds that failing agreement in the sense 
suggested by the French Government, the Convention 
will cease to operate as from October 22, 1936. 


The situation created by the Note from the French 
Government continues to receive consideration. 


Attention is drawn in connection with the Note to 
the introduction of a system of quotas for imports into 
Dahomey and the Ivory Coast for the period November 
1, 1935, to April 30, 1936 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Novem- 
ber 7, page 650, and of November 14, page 684). 


COTTON SPINNING INDUSTRY BILL 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Runciman, 
accompanied by Dr. Burgin, the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, received at the Board of Trade on Tuesday after- 
noon, December 17, the following deputation from the 
Committee of Opposition to the Cotton Spinning 
Industry Bill:— 

Messrs. O. L. Jacks, J. Lindley, H. G. Greg, 
J. Walsh, W. S. Ascoli and T. E. Garside, and 
M. H. Winder, Secretary. 


The deputation explained their objections to the 
scheme recommended by Lord Colwyn’s Committee 
and they urged that the Government should withdraw 
the Bill. Mr. Runciman said that he was receiving 
representations from a number of quarters on this 
subject and he was glad to obtain the views of the 
deputation. 


COUNCIL FOR ART AND INDUSTRY 


The President of the Board of Trade has appointed 
Mr. J. O. M. Clark to be a member of the Scottish 
Committee of the Council for Art and Industry in 
place of Mr. John Campbell, who has resigned owing 
to ill-health. He has also appointed Mr. David Milne 
to be an additional member of the Committee.

Mr. Milne is the Assistant Secretary in charge of 
the Edinburgh branch of the Department of the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
UNREFINED SPERM OIL 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 18) Order, 1935 (S.R. & O., 
1935, No. 1202), reducing the rate of drawback in 
respect of unrefined sperm oil used in the manufacture 
of refined sperm oil. The reduction is consequent upon

GRAMOPHONE RECORDS FOR THE USE OF 
THE BLIND 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have made the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 14) Order, 1935, adding to 
the Free List, as from January 1, 1936, gramophone 
records for the reproduction of speech, specially 
adapted for the use of the blind. 


The National Charities for the Blind in this country 
and the United States of America have recently 
developed a method o: preparing books for the blind by 
sound recording on gramophone records. At present 
there are books published in this way circulating in 
both countries, and an agreement has been entered 
into between the Charities of the two countries for the 
exchange of records of certain books of common 
interest. The Committee state that they are satisfied 
that the removal of the present duty on the records in 
question would be in the interests of the blind of this 
country, and that such a concession would not affect 
adversely the interests of the home gramophone 
recording industry.

A Report has been received from the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics of the Department of Trade and Commerce 
at Ottawa, dealing with the production in the button 
industry in the Dominion in 1934.

(135,775 dols.). 


Importations of manufactured buttons were relatively 
small, the total value being 244,253 dols., of which the 
United States provided 108,669 dols.’ worth, Japan 61,377 
dols.’ worth, and the United Kingdom 11,699 dols.’ worth. 


There were large importations of partly manufactured 
materials, which were not necessarily consumed in this in- 
dustry alone. The principal importations of such materials 
were celluloid, xylonite, etc., in sheets, valued at 1,289,508 
dols. (the United States 1,133,728 dols., Japan 77,486 dols., 
the United Kingdom 37,628 dols.), and button blanks of 
animal shell in the rough 154,492 dols., of which 90 per 
cent. came from Japan.

barrels, 1,530 three-quarter barrels, 1,250 half barrels, 
169,430 boxes, 630 hampers and 100 cartons; pears, 480 
boxes. 


Canadian apple exports during the current shipping season 
down to November 22 totalled 804,768 barrels, 31,975 half- 
barrels and 1,323,329 boxes, as compared with 542,761 
barrels, 34,782 half-barrels and 1,131,089 boxes during the 
corresponding period last year.

ARGENTINA 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 
(From the British Commercial Counsellor) 
BvuENos AIRES 
During the first nine months of the current year the 
volume of foreign trade increased by 162 million pesos 
paper, from 1,902 million pesos paper a year earlier to 2,064 
million pesos paper, a rise of 8-5 per cent. Imports rose 
from 801-7 million pesos paper to 882-4 million pesos paper, 
while exports, which fell off recently, still showed an im- 
provement of 7-4 per cent. on the whole period, amounting 
to 1,181-9 million pesos paper, as against 1,100-4 million 
pesos paper in the first nine months of 1934. As a result 
of the decline in exports compared with the rise in imports, 
the favourable balance was reduced to 299-4 million pesos 
paper, which is only slightly higher than at the end of 
September, 1934. 


Import TRADE 


All merchandise groups participated in the expansion in 
imports with the exception of non-ferrous metals, tobacco 
and cigarettes and rubber goods. The most noteworthy 
increases were in machinery and vehicles, 61-8 per cent. ; 
beverages, 31:5 per cent.; wood and by-products, 26-3 per 
cent.; and iron and by-products, 23-9 per cent. The chief 
industrial articles which have been imported in larger 
quantities are: General machinery (pumps, boilers, sewing 
machines, typewriters, heavy machinery and _ electric 
motors); agricultural machinery (spare parts for ploughs 
and for agricultural machinery and harvester threshers) ; 
vehicles (motor vehicles, the total imports of which have 
gone up by 35-9 per cent. and those from the United States 
by 36:5 per cent., but supplies from the United Kingdom 
show a 20 per cent. decline) ; spare parts for motor vehicles ; 
bicycles and spare parts for locomotives; iron goods (iron 
in bars and sheets, hoops and droppers); textiles (jute 
goods, cotton goods—plain whites, prints, dyed goods and 
greys); fuel (crude petroleum). 


Export TRADE 


The improvement in the export trade this year, taking 
the first nine months as a whole, is due to increased ship- 
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ments of maize, linseed, oats, rye, cotton, hides and wool; 
combined with higher prices for wheat, oats, barley and 
certain pastoral products, notably frozen mutton. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


Although the first and second places as exporters to Argen- 
tina are still occupied by the United Kingdom and the 
United States in that order and both have increased their 
shipments, they have not maintained their share of the 
total import trade, the former having supplied 21-8 per 
cent., against 23 per cent., and the latter 14-7 per cent., 
against 15-3 per cent. Japan, by way of contrast, in 
increasing her sales by 20 million pesos paper, has raised 
her share of the total from 2-1 per cent. to 4-3 per cent. 
Increased Argentine purchases have also been made in 
Belgium, Brazil and British India, whereas a large reduc- 
tion is recorded in the case of Italy, while France and 
Germany have also lost ground. 


Accurate comparisons in regard to the distribution of the 
exports cannot be made at present owing to the large 
percentage of shipments to order, the destination of which 
is not yet known. It is notable, however, that purchases of 
Argentine products by the United States continue to show 
a large increase, the value having been nearly doubled. In 
spite of the consequent reversal of the trade balance 
between the two countries in favour of the United States, 
exchange for American imports appears to be still difficult 
to obtain except in the case of articles of prime necessity, 
such as pharmaceutical products, lumber, spare parts for 
motor cars, for which there is no alternative source of 
supply. This position is explained, however, by the re- 
quirements for the service of Argentine loans in that 
country.

BRAZIL 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—AUGUST 


Official data pertaining to Brazil’s overseas trade during 
the period January-August last disclose a record attained in 
the volume of goods exported. Shipments abroad were 
1,738,590 tons, which compares favourably with the total of 
1,325,220 tons registered during the corresponding period of 
1934 and only 1,262,230 tons in 1933. The sales proceeds 
in terms of currency were satisfactory to the exporter as 
the combined sum amounted to 2,618,110 contos, in contrast 
with a return of 2,173,000 contos for the exports effected in 
the period January-August, 1934. Unfortunately, however, 
sterling equivalent was £330,000 less. This disparity arises 
from the lower average value per ton. 


There was a small reduction in the volume of goods 
imported during August last compared with the same month 
of 1934, but the eight months’ aggregate was 100,000 tons 
more than in the eight months ended August 31, 1934. The 
benefit accruing from the increased exports was a currency 
total of 445,000 contos, but this was more than absorbed 
by an increase of 810,000 contos in the cost of imports. 

The net balance of trade in sterling for the period under 
review was less favourable in 1935 than in 1934, at only 
£6,114,536, compared with £9,266,100. An analysis of the 
quantities of produce exported discloses the following 
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increases in volume of shipments during the period under 
review, compared with 1934:—

FRANCE 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY— 
OCTOBER 


The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in the 
first ten months of 1935 the value of imports from Great 
Britain amounted to 1,297 million francs, as against 1,349 
million frs. in the same period of 1934, a decrease of 52 mil- 
lion frs., or 4 per cent. There was a rise in -imports from 
Australia, Brazil, Bulgaria, Canada, China, Denmark, 
Greece, British India, Lithuania and Portugal, but a fall 
in those from all other foreign countries separately classified 
in the returns, amounting in the case of the United States 
to 482 million frs. The value of French exports to Great 
Britain in the period under review amounted to 1,290 
million frs., as against 1,256 million frs., an increase of 
34 million frs., or 2:7 per cent. There was a rise in exports 
to 13 of the 39 countries separately classified, amounting, 
in the case of Italy, to 44 million frs. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries for 
the first ten months of the year amounted to 12,835 million 
frs., as against 14,532 million frs., a decrease of 1,697 
million frs., or 11:7 per cent., and of exports to foreign 
countries to 8,812 million frs., as against 10,141 million 
frs., a decrease of 1,329 million frs., or 13-1 per cent. The 
value of imports from French overseas possessions amounted 
to 4,441 million frs., as against 4,900 million frs., a decrease 
of 459 million frs., or 9-4 per cent., and of exports to 3,955 
million frs., as against 4,498 million frs., a decrease of 
543 million frs., or 12-1 per cent. 

French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance of 4,023 million frs. for the first 
ten months of this year, as against one of 4,391 million frs. 
for the first ten months of 1934, while in the case of overseas 
possessions the unfavourable balance stood at 486 million 
frs., as against 402 million frs.

COTTON CROP ESTIMATE 


H.M. Consul-General at Mukden reports that, accord- 
ing to the ‘‘ Kokutsu News’’ bulletin of November 15, 
a second estimate places the 1935 cotton crop at 91,771,054 
Ibs., while the area under cultivation is given as 118,261 
acres,

RICE CROP ESTIMATES 


(From the British Consul-General) 
BancKok 
The first forecast of the 1934-35 rice crop put the export- 
able surplus at 1,900,000 metric tons, but the final crop 
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report showed a heavy decrease as regards both acreage 
and yield, and it is estimated that the surplus will not 
amount to more than 1,800,000 metric tons. 


As regards the new crop, reports from 60 provinces showed 
that at the end of September 12,953,000 rai were planted, 
out of which 806,000 rai were damaged, as against 
18,109,000 rai and 641 000 rai, respectively, at the same time 
last year. 


The conditions of the crop were as follows:—In ‘19 pro- 
vinces doing well; in 39 provinces doing fairly well; while 
two provinces did not state the conditions of the crop.

EXPORTS OF WOOL IN OCTOBER 


(From the British Consul) 
MONTEVIDEO 

Exports of wool in October, 1935, the first month of the 
1935-36 export season were as follows:—To Italy, 1,079 
bales; the United States, 889 bales; the United Kingdom, 
738 bales; Belgium, 322 bales; France, 319 bales; Germany, 
413 bales; Sweden, 180 bales; Holland, 46 bales; Spain, 34 
bales; making a total of 4,020 bales. 

The decrease as compared with the previous season 
amounted to 1,696 bales. 

The following are the principal variations by countries 
for the first month of the present season as compared with 
the previous season:—Italy, + 1,009 bales; the United 
States, +889 bales; the United Kingdom, + 608 bales; 
France, + 268 bales; Sweden, + 177 bales; Belgium, + 118 
bales; Spain, — 20 bales; Holland, — 622 bales; and 
Germany — 4,116 bales. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The increase in automobile sales and production was the 
feature of the business news during November, states the 
National City Bank of New York. The public response to 
the policy of introducing new models in the fall has been 
all that the industry hoped for, and sales made at the shows 
held during the month are reported to have been 30 to 60 
per cent. greater than at the shows last January. Since 
the chief uncertainty in the new policy concerned the 
willingness of the public to buy cars so late in the season, 
the good sales figures seem to establish its success. They 
stimulated production above expectations in November, 
and led in some cases to upward revisions of factory 
schedules for December also. 

All business has been helped by this automobile activity. 
It goes without saying that industrial production is still 
rising, as it has been since early summer. The Federal 
Reserve Board’s index, adjusted to allow for the usual fall 
rise, improved from 85 in May to 94 in October (1923-25 = 
100). Evidently November indices will show a further rise 
when final figures are availab'e. 

Automobile operations are by no means the only factor 
in the upward trend, though clearly they are the dominant 
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one. Steel mill operations have advanced strongly, and in 
the last week of November reached a new high for the year, 
at 55-4 per cent. of capacity, according to the Iron and 
Steel Institute. As a rule steel production drops slightly 
in November, but the automobile situation makes this year 
an exception. Also the tinplate division has had a fall ex- 
pansion, miscellaneous demands are holding up strongly, 
and there is enough possibility of a price advance in finished 
steel to induce consumers to buy ahead. 

Electric power consumption broke all records during the 
month. Railway traffic declined, but the drop was seasonal 
in character. Cotton mill operations expanded, and textile 
production as a whole was maintained at its previous high 
level, save for seasonal recession in certain branches. 


Recent OpriMisM JUSTIFIED 


With the major industries taking this course, the indices 
point to the actual volume of industrial production being 
the greatest since recovery began, or since the spring of 
1930; while on a seasonally adjusted basis only the month 
of July, 1933, was more active. 

These figures fulfill the optimistic expectations with which 
business men entered the fall. Employment is at the highest 
since October, 1930, and payrolls are the highest since 
March, 1931; the farmer has been buying as expected; and 
with Government expenditures supplying purchasing power 
to those who have none of their own, trade on the whole has 
been good. The Eastern States have been an exception, 
owing to the effect of unseasonably warm weather on 
apparel sales. New York City department stores had smaller 
sales than a year ago both in October and the first half of 
November; and the decline was largely in seasonal items. 
These stores have considerably larger stocks of apparel on 
hand than last year. However, the drop in temperatures 
towards the end of the month improved the situation, and 
better figures are looked for hereafter. 

In the West and South retail trade has continued favour- 
able. One of the big mail order houses had the largest sales 
in its history in October, and the other the largest since 
1929. Department store sales for the month, for the whole 
country, were 6 per cent. over last year, and the sales of 
24 chain store systems 8 per cent. larger. 


BROADENING OF Retain TRADE 


It is significant that retail reports as a rule note a 
broadening of demand into a wider range of merchandise, 
also more call for higher priced goods. Production figures 
show that the gains have extended to such lines as re- 
frigerators, washing machines, electrical apparatus, pianos, 
furniture, farm and garden equipment, oil burners, stokers, 
office equipment, and similar durable goods. In all these 
lines, as in automobiles, business is the best in four or five 
years, and in the newer types of goods it is the best on 
record. 

In the month of October farm income from marketings, as 
estimated by the Department of Agriculture, increased to 
793 million dollars, the highest since October, 1930. Benefit 
payments totalled 58 million dols., making a grand total of 
851 million dols., the highest since the fall of 1929. This 
is sufficient explanation of the steady gain in farm imple- 
ment sales and in general business in the farm States. 


INDUSTRIAL PURCHASES 


Of course, retail trade in consumer goods is only a part of 
business, and not the most important part, since the 
greatest decline of production in time of depression is not 
in goods purchased by individuals, but in those purchased 
by the industries. The best improvement in capital goods 
has been in motor trucks and industrial machinery. Machine 
tool orders showed a good recovery in October from their 
September slump, increasing 23 ver cent., which brings the 
index 134-4 per cent. above a year ago. Orders continued 
good in November also. There is no reason to doubt that 
the replacement and modernisation of industrial equipment 
is fairly under way, and the endless need to reduce costs 
will keep the movement going. 

There is evidence of a little more railway buying of steel 
and other equipment, accompanying the earnings improve- 
ment in October, which was the best month for the roads 
since October, 1930. Undoubtedly if the railroads should 
have a 10 per cent, improvement in traffic in 1936 they 
would need considerable new equipment, also they would 
have more money with which to buy it. Meanwhile their 
purchases are likely to continue limited. The public utility 
companies are more fortunate in that they are experiencing 
a record demand for their products, but under conditions 
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which do not invite expansion of capacity. The future of 
public policies affecting them is uncertain, and their 
facilities are not yet overburdened. 


BuiILpInG CONDITIONS AND PROSPECTS 


In the building industry definite gains are still being 
made. Contracts awarded during October were 48 per cent. 
over last year, and during the first half of November they 
were 56 per cent. larger. Private enterprise is responsible 
for a good half of current construction and is in the greatest 
volume in four years. In fact the entire increase in build- 
ing contracts awarded, this year over last, will be in 
privately owned construction, public awards being almost 
unchanged. 


Undoubtedly there has been a change for the better in the 
fundamental conditions affecting construction activity. 
Residential building is depressed when it is cheaper to rent 
or buy than build. When the general business recovery 
began in 1933 building costs rose while rents stayed down, 
and building lagged in the recovery movement. However, 
improvement in the relation of rents to costs is now 
apparent. The National Industria] Conference Board com- 
piles an index of residential rents in 173 cities, which shows 
that the low point was established nearly two years ago. 
There has since been an increase of about 15 per cent. 
Meanwhile, building costs have been almost stationary, and 
the gap between the two has therefore closed somewhat. 


This is a favourable background for home building, Un- 
doubtedly there are accumulated needs for housing, just as 
for everything else that people have gone without during 
the depression. Government surveys in 257 cities show that 
while an average of 362,000 families were provided with 
housing in 1921-30, the average in 1930-34 was only 43,000, 
and in the last three years only about 25,000. Meanwhile 
there have been fire losses, condemnations and obsolescence, 
to say nothing of marriages and population increases. 
Given revival of confidence and adjustment of costs in 
reasonable ratio to rents, building in 1936 should show 
marked progress.

The attention of importers, exporters and agents is 
drawn to the issue, under the authority of the Lords 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury and the Commis- 
sioners of His Majesty’s Customs and Excise, of a revised 
Import and Export List for use as from January 1, 1936, 
and until further directed, for use in connection with the 
Customs Entry of articles of merchandise imported into 
the United Kingdom, or exported therefrom. The List 
should be carefully consulted in relation to all Customs 
entries passed on and after that date. 


Attention is drawn to the following new requirements :— 


(1) Forms or Srrcirications ror Exports or British AND 
Nortuern Irish Goops 


As from January 1, 1936, the Specification Form 29 (Sale) 
for exports of British and Northern Irish goods will become 
obsolete and the appropriate new form 29a (Sale) or 29s 
(Sale) must be used :— . 

Form No. 29a (Sale) for articles wholly or mainly manu- 
factured of textile materials (cotton, wool, silk or 
artificial silk, flax, jute, coir, etc.) and apparel 
not of fur, as classified in Class III, Groups I to M 
of the Import and Export List. 

Form No. 298 (Sale) for all other goods, except new ships 
and aircraft for which Form No. 5 (Sale) is appro- 

priate. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


(2) NationaLity or SHIPS TO BE STATED ON ALL ENTRIES, 
SHIPPING BiLLs AND SPECIFICATIONS 


As from January 1, 1936, the nationality of the ship in 
which the goods are imported or exported must be shown 
on the relative entry, shipping bill or specification. For 
this purpose ships registered in the colonies and depen- 
dencies of a country, as well as ships registered in that 
country, should be shown as of the nationality of that 
country. All ships wherever registered as British, including 
those registered in the Dominions, should be shown as 
British. 


(3) Country oF ORIGIN TO BE STATED IN CERTAIN CASRS ON 
Import ENTRIES 


As from January 1, 1936, the country of origin, where it 
differs from the country of consignment, must also be shown 
on import entries for the following goods :— 

All goods classified in the Import and Export List in 
Class I.—Food, Drink and Tobacco. 


All goods classified in the Import and Export List in 
Class II1.—Raw Materials and Articles Mainly Un- 
manufactured.

The country of origin, both for natural products and for 
manufactured articles, is the country in which they were 
produced in the condition in which they are imported into 
the United Kingdom.

WHEAT ACT, 1952: QUOTA PAYMENTS IN 
RESPECT OF IMPORTED FLOUR AND 
PRE-ENTRY OF FLOUR EXPORTED OR 

SHIPPED AS STORES 


1. General.—Under the Wheat (Quota Payments) No. 3 
Order, 1935, dated October 31, 1935, made by the Minister 
of Agriculture and Fisheries under the Wheat Act, 1932, a 
quota payment at the rate of 16-8 pence per hundredweight 
i.e. 3s. 6d. per sack of 280 lb. must be made to the Wheat 
Commission in respect of all imported flour as defined in 
the Act entered for home consumption or home use during 
the period commencing on November 3, 1935. This applies 
to flour imported from the Channel Islands, Isle of Man or 
any part of the British Empire and to flour being returned 
to the United Kingdom after previous exportation. The 
address of the Wheat Commission is 10, Smith Square, 
London, S.W.1. 


2. Definition of Flour.—Section 20 (1) of the Act defines 
flour ’’ as the products produced by the milling of wheat, 
and includes all such products except substances separated 
in the milling as wheat offals, and (subject to the provisions 
of subsection (2) of this section) where such products as 
aforesaid are mixed with other substances, whether or not 
produced by the milling of wheat and whether milled with 
the wheat or subsequently added, the mixture shall be 
deemed to be flour. 

‘* Wheat Offals’? means the residual products which, in 
the process of milling wheat, are extracted therefrom as 
germ or for animal or poultry food. 
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Subsection (2) of the Section referred to above is as 
follows :— 


(2) Notwithstanding anything in the definition of 
flour contained in the last foregoing subsection— 

(a) where any flour consists of a mixture contain- 
ing substances not produced by the miliing of 
wheat, bye-laws of the Wheat Commission made in 
that behalf may direct that, as respects that 
mixture, those substances shall be deemed not to 
form part of the flour; 

(b) if in any parcel containing substances pro- 
duced by the milling of wheat the weight of those 
substances, other than wheat offals, does not exceed 
seven and a half per cent. of the weight of the 
parcel, the parcel shall be deemed not to contain 
flour. 


No. 19 of the Bye-laws of the Wheat Commission directs 
that, as respects any flour consisting of a mixture to which 
this bye-law applies, the substances contained therein which 
are not produced by the milling of wheat shall be deemed 
not to form part of the flour.

3. To whom Quota Payment to be made.—The quota pay- 
ment is to be made to the Wheat Commission and not to 
an Officer of Customs and Excise, 


4. Prescribed form of Receipt, and production and sur- 
render to the proper Officer of Customs and Excise.—The 
forms of receipt for quota payments are prescribed in the 
Bye-laws of the Wheat Commission and the Schedules 
thereto, to which reference should be made. It will be 
necessary for the importer or his agent to insert in 
the space provided on the forms of receipt particulars of the 
net weight of the flour, the total number of packages, the 
distinguishing marks, ete. After signature by the importer 
or his agent, the documents must be produced and sur- 
rendered to the proper officer of Customs and Excise at the 
place of importation at the time when the usual import 
entry for the flour for home use is presented. (As regards 
delivery of flour from bonded warehouse, see paragraph 6 
below.) 


5. Persons by whom entries or declarations on forms of 
receipt may be signed.—The statement in the entry or de- 
claration on the form of receipt must be signed by the 
actual importer, if an individual, or a clerk in his employ- 
ment duly authorised in writing. In the case of a private 
company or firm, the statement may be made by one of the 
partners or a clerk in their employment duly authorised in 
writing. When the goods are imported by a limited com- 
pany the statement may be signed by the managing director 
or secretary, without authorisation under the seal of the 
company, or by any other officer of the company duly 
authorised under the seal of the company. 


Signatures to statements will also be accepted from a firm 
carrying on business as shipping or forwarding agents to 
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whom the importer has given the necessary authority in 
writing to act as agent for Customs purposes. This written 
authority will be taken to apply also to the agent’s clerks 
or servants. 


Where the statement is signed by a clerk in the employ- 
ment of an importer or of an authorised firm and not by a 
person himself expressly authorised, the statement must 
bear the signatory’s full signature, viz.: ‘‘ A.B. clerk, to 
X and Co., and not merely ‘“‘ X and Co.”’ or “‘ X and Co., 
p-p. A.B.’’ The letters of authority referred to in this 
paragraph may be limited to a specific importation or be a 
general authority from an importer, firm or company for an 
employee or agent to act. 


Any letter of authority presented will be retained by the 
Customs and Excise Department. 


6. Warehousing of Flour and Delivery from Warehouse. 
—Flour may at the time of importation be deposited in a 
bonded warehouse approved fur the purpose, and in such 
cases the quota payment receipt must be surrendered to the 
proper officer of Customs and Excise when the flour is 
removed from the warehouse for home consumption. 


7. Pre-entry of flour, whether home-milled or imported, 
intended for exportation as merchandise or shipment as 
stores.—Section 6 of the Act requires that all such flour 
shall be pre-entered by the exporter or shipper before ex- 
portation or shipment, and failure to make such pre-entry 
renders the exporter or shipper liable to a penalty of £100 
and the flour liable to forfeiture. 


Flour on which drawback is claimed under the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 11) Order, 1935, must be pre-entered 
in triplicate on Form No. 135 (Sale); see paragraph 7 of 
Notice No. 356. 


In other cases pre-entry should be made on Shipping Bill 
No, 64 (Sale) or shipping Bill No. 36 (Sale), in either case 
in duplicate, according to whether the flour is shipped as 
merchandise or as ships’ stores except when flour is shipped 
as stores on H.M. ships in which case Shipping Bill 
No. 101/102 (Sale) in duplicate should be used. 


The flour must be produced before shipment to the proper 
Officer of Customs and Excise for examination and, except in 
the case of flour shipped from a bonded warehouse, he will 
issue a certificate of shipment to the exporter or shipper on 
the appropriate copy of the shipping bill for the quantity 
of flour actually shipped.

JAPANESE TEXTILE QUOTA 


The Board of Trade have received copy of an Order-in- 
Council No. 36 of 1935, made by the Governor of the Colony 
under section 3 of the Importation of Textiles (Quotas) 
Ordinance, 1934, which fixes the total quantity of regulated 
textile goods, of the types mentioned in the Schedule below, 
manufactured in the Empire of Japan which may be 
imported during the period January 1 to December 31, 1936, 
at 2,455,000 square yards.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


EXTENSION OF MOST-FAVOURED-NATION 
TREATMENT TO CANADA 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa in 
London has informed the Board of Trade that an agreement 
providing for most-favoured-nation treatment has been 
concluded between H.M. Governments in Canada and the 
Union of South Africa. 


FOREIGN 
ALBANIA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Representative at Durazzo has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a Ruling of the Central Customs’ Council which 
appeared in the Albanian newspaper ‘‘ Vatra ’’ dated Octo- 
ber 13, 1985, in accordance with which ‘“ polygraph 
machines ”? (machines of the type ‘‘ Gega-Regent,’”’ model 
75/2158) and similar machines not mentioned in the Cus- 
toms Tariff Law are liable to a duty of 50 per cent. ad 
valorem under Article 5 of the Law. 

With regard to the classification of sequins plated with 
non-precious metals, the Council have decided that such 
sequins of copper or bronze or their alloys are to be classified 
under Tariff No. 489 (f) 3 and are to be assessed for duty at 
the rate of 25 gold francs per kilogramme. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of September 12 (page 380), H.M. Represen- 
tative at Durazzo has furnished a translation of a Decree- 
Law, published in the ‘‘ Albanian Official Gazette’ of 
October 4, and effective as from that date, whereby further 
regulations regarding the import of thin paper are brought 
into force. Particulars of these regulations are given 
below :— 

Article 1.—The provisions of the Decree-Law of August 19, 
1935, regulating the import of certain articles are abrogated 
in so far as the importation of thin paper weighing 60 
grammes and under per square metre is concerned. 

Article 2.—As from the entry into force of the present: 
Decree-Law, the importation, possession and sale of paper 
of any kind or colour weighing 40 grammes and under per 
square metre and capable of being used for making 
cigarettes is prohibited. 

Such paper is not considered capable of being used for 
making cigarettes within the meaning of the preceding 
paragraph when :— 

(a) it contains more than 10 per cent. of sulphur; 

(b) on at least one side it has a high gloss; 

(c) it has incorporated in it or on the surface glue or any 

other substance which renders it impermeable to 
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ALBANIA—Continued 
ink, or if-so rendered impermeable by chemical or 
mechanical process, or if perforated in such a way 
as to render it useless as cigarette paper. 


Article 3.—From time to time in special circumstances the 
importation of thin paper in rolls, books or packets or 
otherwise made up, if weighing less than 40 grammes per 
square metre and not coming under the exceptions enumer- 
ated under (a), (b) and (c) of Article 2 of the present Law, 
may nevertheless be permitted by special order of the 
Ministry of Finance provided such paper is imported by the 
Administrative authorities of Albania, or by important 
private enterprises, and provided that, in the latter case, 
the heads of such enterprises give a sufficient guarantee to 
the Financial Administration that the paper will be used 
exclusively for copies of correspondence or for publications. 

Article 4.—Stocks of paper prohibited under Article 2 of 
the present Law which are now in the open market must 
be declared at the local offices of the Financial Administra- 
tion within a period of one month from the entry into force 
of the present Law. The Finance Officer shall immediately 
seal such stocks and draw up the necessary proces verbal. 
Furthermore, the Finance Administration may seal such 
stocks without waiting for the owner to make a declaration. 
The Customs Authorities shall, on the entry into force of 
the present Law, suspend the delivery of consignments of 
paper mentioned in Article 2 above, even if they have 
already been cleared. 

Article 5.—Stocks of paper mentioned in Article 4 must 
be exported within six months of the date of the entry into 
force of the present Law; otherwise they will be impounded 
by the Finance Administration and 50 per cent. only of 
the actual value as determined by the Ministry of Finance 
will be paid as compensation. 

Article 6.—The Ministry of Finance is the competent 
authority to determine whether paper already on the market 
or about to be imported at the time of the entry into force 
of the present Law is capable of being used for making 
cigarettes or comes under conditions (a), (b) and (c) of 
Article 2 of the present Law. 


BULGARIA 


AMENDMENT OF THE LAW REGARDING 
TRADE AND INDUSTRIAL MARKS 


H.M. Representative at Sofia has furnished a translation 
of a Decree, published in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’? of Sep- 
tember 7, providing for certain amendments in the Law of 
Trade Marks, as follows: — 

Art. 8.--Brandies, wines, liqueurs, inks, adhesives, 
petroleum, linseed oil, string, sewing and knitting threads, 
likewise all other goods sold retail in their own containers 
(packing) which are manufactured in Bulgaria or are im- 
ported, must bear a distinctive mark indicating, amongst 
other things, the nature and origin of the goods. The 
Minister of National Economies determines, by order, the 
remedies allowable for goods which by reason of the weather 
or atmospheric conditions may change their weight or 
volume. 

All cloths (woollen, cotton, silk, etc.) manufactured in 
Bulgaria or imported must bear a distinctive mark, includ- 
ing, amongst other things, the name of the manufacturer 
and indication of the exact width of the cloth and the length 
of the roll in metres, as well as the nature and origin of 
the goods. 

Cotton yarns manufactured in Bulgaria or imported, 
although they may be sold without direct descriptions, must 
correspond as concerns packing and arrangement of hanks 
to the numbering usual in the country from which they 
originate. 

The amendments of paragraphs 1 and 2 of this Article 
enter into force 3 months after the date of publication in 
the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ as concerns manufacturers of goods 
in Bulgaria, and six months as concerns merchants and 
manufacturers of imported goods. 

Goods in the possession of merchants on the day on 
which the amendments enter into force must be marked in 
accordance with the stipulations of the present paragraphs 
1 and 2. 


COSTA RICA 
TEN PER CENT. SURTAX 


H.M. Consul at San José reports that Congressional 
Decree (No. 7) dated October 29 continues in force until 
December 31, 1936, the emergency surtax of 10 per cent. 
of the Customs duties, which applies to most goods imported 
into Costa Rica. This surtax was originally imposed for 
one year from August, 1931.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


INTERNAL REVENUE DUTIES ON SMOKED 
AND DRIED FISH REDUCED 


H.M. Representative at Santo Domingo reports that, 
under a Law dated November 14, the internal revenue duty 
of 15 cents per kilog. imposed in March of this year on 
smoked and dried fish (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 21, page 
498) has been reduced to 5 cents per kilog. Imports of this 
class of fish will accordingly be subject to a Customs ‘duty of 
2} cents per kilog. nett plus the 5 cents per kilog. referred 
to above. 


FRANCE 


APPLICATIONS FOR LICENCES TO IMPORT 
CHINA CLAY 


The French ‘“‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of December 11 announces 
that persons wishing te import china clay (Tariff No. 179) 
into France during the first quarter of 1936 should send 
their applications to the ‘‘ Fédération des syndicats des pro- 
duits chimiques, engrais et produits connexes, 11, rue 
Portalis, Paris,’’ before December 24. 

Applications not received by the due date will not be 
considered until the last month of the quarter, and then only 
in so far as there may be an unused balance of the quota. 


FRENCH INDO-CHINA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON COTTON TEXTILES 


The “ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of December 10 contains 
an Order, dated December 6, which fixes the quotas for the 
import of foreign (non-French) cotton textiles into French 
Indo-China during the period January 1 to June 30, 1936; 
these are the same as for the previous six months.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘‘ Reichsgesetzblatt ’’ of November 27, 1935, contains 
an Order, dated November 23, 1935, which provides for the

MARKING OF VARIOUS IMPORTED GOODS 


H.M. Consul at Antananarivo reports the promulgation 
in Madagascar, by publication in the local ‘ Journal 
Officiel ’’ of October 26, of the French Decrees of August 28 
requiring an indication of the country of origin to be 
marked on silverware, metal tissues and cloth and certain 
printed matter (see the ‘“‘ B.T.J.”’ of September 12, page 
381). 


PARAGUAY 


AUTHORISING INCREASE OF 
CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Board of Trade have received translation of a Law, 
promulgated on October 26, which authorises the Executive 
Power to raise the Customs duties on goods imported into 
Paraguay in order 


MEASURE 


(a) to protect products of national industry against 
dumping ; 

(b) to compensate the reduction in duties caused by the 
official rate of exchange where these duties serve 
as a means of stimulation to national production ; 

(c) to re-establish wholly or partially importation duties 
reduced as a result of the application of the 
official rate of exchange. 


The powers granted to the Executive Power will be limited 
to the manipulation of the proportion of Customs duties 
payable ‘ in gold ” (oro sellado), the latter to be paid at the 
open rate, in accordance with the quotation which shall be 
made by the Exchange Office in each case. 

The Executive Power is authorised to collect, totally or 
partially in gold currency or its equivalent in other foreign 
currencies, those Customs duties, rates and taxes which are 
payable ‘‘ in gold ”’ (oro sellado). 

This Law will remain in force until August 31, 1936. 

The first measure to be made under this Law related to 
proportion of Customs duties payable ‘‘in gold” (oro 
sellado), particulars of which were published in the 
‘‘ B.T.J.”? of November 7 (page 653). 

A translation of the Law mentioned above may be seen 
by persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


POLAND 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (TREATY WITH 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA) 


Under the terms of the Commercial Treaty of February 
10, 1934, between Poland and Czechoslovakia, the reduced 
Customs rates accorded to the undermentioned goods on 
importation into Poland were due to expire on Decem- 
ber 31, 1934. A Ministerial Circular renewed these rates 
to cover the period February 10 to June 30, 1935. A further 
Circular dated October 31, 1935, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, gives notice that, in conformity with 
an Additional Protocol, dated September 5, 1935, to the 
Treaty of February 10, 1934, the reduced rates are to be 
further renewed as from September 10, 1935, until June 30, 
1936, except in the case of bakelite (Tariff No. 488 (1) b). It 
should also be noted that the conventional duty on carbon 
sulphide (Tariff No. 346) has been increased to 2-60 zlotys 
per 100 kilogs., as shown.

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN REGULATIONS 


(AMENDMENT) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded translation of a Circular, dated November 14, 
1935, issued by the Polish Ministry of Finance, which 
amends the Cirenlar of May 28, 1935, regarding certificates

of origin (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 11, 1935, pages 72-6). 
The revised provisions of the regulations are as follows :— 

Paragraph 4 (3).—The certificate of origin should in 
principle be issued in the language of the country of origin 
and in the Polish language; in the event of the presentation 
of a certificate issued only in the language of the country 
of origin, or in another language, the Customs office may 
demand a certified translation of such certificate in the 
Polish language. The nomenclature of the commodity should 
in any case be translated into Polish; the translation of the 
nomenclature of the commodity can also be made in the 
country by the importer or the Customs agent, and it is 
not necessary to certify this translation unless the Customs 
office has justifiable grounds to doubt whether the translation 
is correct. Certification of the translation, either of the 
whole certificate of origin or of the nomenclature of the 
commodity, should this be required by the Customs office, 
can be made either by sworn translators or by Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry. If, however, in the certificate of 
origin, attached to a postal consignment, the nomenclature 
of the commodity, given in a foreign language, is understood 
by the Customs Office, translation of the nomenclature into 
the Polish language should not be required. 


Paragraph 7 (3).—The Customs Directorate at Danzig 
and the Customs Office at Gdynia are also authorised to 
extend at the written request of the parties the period of 
validity of certificates of origin in respect of goods arriving 
at the free Customs area (free Customs zone) and subse- 
quently presented for final, conditional or transfer Customs 
clearance; the extension can be made for a period of one 
year. 

Paragraph 8 (1).—If goods originating from any treaty 
country arrive at the Polish Customs territory not direct 
from the country of origin, but through the intermediary of 
another treaty country, the conventional duty may be applied 
on the basis of a certificate of origin issued in the country 
through which the goods pass. Mother countries may issue 
certificates for goods originating in their colonies (if the 
commercial treaty is applicable to those colonies) even when 
the goods do not pass through the mother country, but 
arrive from anywhere in the Polish Customs territory. 
Such certificates of origin (relating to both the above cases) 
may be issued only by the Chambers of Industry, Chambers 
of Commerce and other duly authorised economic institu- 
tions, and should be provided with the visa of a Consular 
Office of the Polish Republic, in conformity with the pro- 
visions of paragraph 6 (2). The above certificates should 
contain the data specified in paragraph 4 (2) and (3). The 
provisions of paragraph 9 must be complied with. 


Paragraph 8 (3) [new sub-para.].—The provisions of sub- 
paras. (1) and (2) are of course not applicable in cases where 
agreements stipulate that certificates of origin for certain 
specified goods must be issued in the country of origin by 
strictly designated institutions, e.g. certificates of origin for 
Jabloniec jewellery and the like. 

Paragraph 9 (5) [new sub-para.]|.—lf goods originating in 
a treaty country have, before importation into the Polish 
Customs territory, entered into another treaty country on to 
the open market (in consequence of which the party cannot 
present the certificate provided for in sub-para. (1) ), the con- 
ventional duty may also be applied, but on condition that, 
irrespective of the certificate of origin, the origin of the 
goods is examined and confirmed by protocol by experts 
appointed by the Customs Office at the expense of the party. 
The Customs Office may waive the appointment of experts, 
if there is no doubt that the goods originate in the country 
indicated in the certificate of origin (e.g. where a machine 
is provided with the manufacturers’ mark or other marks, 
which show without doubt the production in the country 
specified in the certificate of origin, or the like). If, in the 
opinion of experts, the goods originate in another country 
than that indicated in the certificate of origin, the conven- 
tional duty cannot be applied. 

Paragraph 9 (6) [new sub-para.].—In regard to the ap- 
pointment of experts, Chambers of Commerce and Industry 
must be approached, and, on the territory of the Free City 


of Danzig, the Chamber of Foreign Trade in Danzig; these 


experts must be sworn by the institutions referred to above. 
Experts may give their opinion also on the basis of samples 
of the goods, which must be taken in conformity with the 
provisions of paragraph 228 of the executive regulations to 
the Customs Law. 


Paragraph 9 (7) [new sub-para.].—A protocol of the ex- 
perts’ opinion must be attached to the inspector’s decision. 
In the event of the Customs Office not appointing experts, it 
is necessary to specify in the column ‘‘ Remarks ”’ of that 
decision the data on which the origin of the goods was estab- 
lished and also that the decision admitted of no doubt.

ROUMANIA 


MONOPOLY TAX ON IMPORTS OF GAME- 
SHOOTING CARTRIDGES 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that a Customs 
Circular was issued on October 23, under the terms of which 
percussion caps mounted in empty cartridge cases of calibres 
16, 12, ete., are subject to the Monopolies Tax of 10 bani 
each, on importation, as from October 20, 1935. 


The frontier stations through which the above-mentioned 
goods and all other explosives must be imported are 
Bucharest, Galatz, Constantza, Jassy, Cluj, Timisoara, 
Cernauti or Craiova. 


IMPORT AND EXPORT REGIME 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘B.T.J.’’ of December 12 (page 830), the Board of 
Trade have received a copy of a further Cabinet Decree 
relative to the imposition of a 12 per cent. ad valorem tax 
on imports into Roumania. A translation of the Decree is 
given below :— 


Article 1.—For the purpose of applying Article 5 of the 
Cabinet Decree of November 26, there shall be imposed, as 
from December I’, 1935, a tax of 12 per cent. ad valorem on 
all goods imported into Roumania, to be collected by the 
Customs Administration of the Ministry of Finance and 
used to cover the premium fund instituted in accordance 
with the provisions of the said Cabinet Decree. No excep- 
tion to the application of this tax will be allowed other than 
by virtue of a Cabinet Decree issued in accordance with 
Article 37 of the Roumanian Customs Law. 


Goods imported under the terms of Article 34 of the 
Customs Law are exempt from the 12 per cent. tax except 
goods covered by paragraph 18 of this Article. Books and 
reviews coming under No. 796 of the Roumanian Customs 
Tariff are also exempt. 


In the application of this tax the provisions of the general 
Customs Law are to be followed in all respects, and in the 
event of a false declaration or an evasion of the payment 
of the said tax, the penalties provided for in this Law with 
regard to smuggling and infringement will be applied. 


Article 2.—The income derived from the application of this 
12 per cent. tax and from the 12 per cent. tax on petroleum 
products provided for under, Article 5 of the Cabinet Decree 
of November 26, as well as the premium provided for in 
Article 4 of the said Decree, will be paid into the funds of 
the National Bank of Roumania, and will be used for the 
payment of exchange premiums purchased by that Bank. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
August 8, 1935 (page 221), H.M. Representative at 
Bucharest reports that a further Customs Circular (No. 
254,985) was issued on November 14, reducing the import 
duties on pipes and tubing as from November 15, as follows: 


For rolled iron weldless tubes up to 76-2 mm. in diameter 
(Tariff No. 1080) the Customs tariff is now 120 lei, instead of 
700 lei, per 100 kilogrammes. 


For polished and galvanised tubes (Tariff No. 1081a) and 
the same coppered, nickelled and silvered (Tariff No. 1081b) 
the supertax of 20 per cent. and 30 per cent., respectively, 
is to be imposed upon the reduced import duty of 120 lei per 
100 kilogrammes only if the tubes are weldless. 

The provisions of Circular No. 110,972, referred to in the 
above-mentioned notice of August 8, are therefore only 
applicable in future to welded tubes. 


The reduced duty of 120 lei per 100 kilogrammes also 
applies to fittings, collars, etc. 


A further Customs Circular (No. 254,979) was issued on 
November 14, which modifies, as from November 15, the 
“ Authorisation Tax’’ (under the Quota Régime) for 
rolled iron tubes, drawn or welded, as follows :— 

Tariff No. 1080a.—Rolled iron tubes, weldless, up to 
76-2 mm. in diameter, from 60 lei to 410 lei per 100 kilogs. 

Tariff No. 108la.—The same, polished, galvanised, weld- 
less, up to 76-2 mm. in diameter, from 75 lei to 495 lei per 
100 kilogs. 

Tariff No. 1081b.—The same, bronzed, nickelled or 
silvered, weldless, up to 76-2 mm. in diameter, from 150 lei 
to 605 lei per 100 kilogs.

SWITZERLAND 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ for December 5, it should be noted that the 
duties respecting grapefruit are incorrectly stated. 

The former duty should read 10-00 francs per 100 kilogs. 
and the new duty 3 francs per 100 kilogs. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 47980], published Novem- 
ber 14, which amends the United States marking regulations 
as follews :— 


(1) Quill handle nail polish brushes, with handles 4 in. 
or more in diameter and 2 inches or more in length, 
and metal handle nail polish brushes of all sizes, are 
required to be individually marked to indicate the 
country of origin. 


(2) Handkerchiefs imported in a condition ready for 
sale should be considered as finished handkerchiefs, 
whether or not initialled or embroidered after importa- 
tion, and as such are subject to marking as finished 
handkerchiefs. 


So far as these decisions involve a change of practice, they 
will be applied only to merchandise which is imported after 
a period of 60 days has elapsed following the date of publi- 
cation in the Weekly Treasury Decisions. 


COMPENSATING TAX ON IMPORTED RYE 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 4601], which provides for a 
compensating tax on all articles processed or manufactured 
wholly or partly from rye and imported into the United 
States on and after September 1, 1935.

Nel Cinquantenario della Societa Edison (On the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the Societa Edison), 1884-1934. By Various 
Authors. Milan, Societé Edison. Four volumes 510 + 487 + 
632 + 318 pages. 

This work, which the Societa Edison of Milan, the oldest 
(and still one of the largest) among electric public utilities of 
the Continent, has published upon the initiative of its 
managing director, Signor Giacinto Motta, to celebrate its 
Golden Jubilee, is the more comprehensive and thorough 
attempt hitherto made to trace the history of the technical 
and economical development of the electric power industry 
in the whole world, from the beginnings to date. The treat- 
ment of each subject was entrusted to a particularly qualified 
author. The general editorship rested with Professor Giorgio 
Mortara, of the Milan University, who has also made some 
of the more important contributions. 

The First Volume, as its title indicates (‘‘ Fifty Years’ 
Evolution of Hydraulic Structures, Prime Movers, Electric 
Machinery and Transmission Lines ”’), is purely technical in 
character and illustrates the evolution undergone by the 
vital parts of generating (both hydro and steam) and trans- 
mission plants. Part 1 of the Second Volume is devoted 
to the general economic problems of the electric power in- 
dustry and shows how an inseparable and rigid tie binds the 
economic characteristics of the electric industry to the physical

properties of the electric energy. From it result both the 
concentration of enterprises and the differentiation of prices 
(for different classes of consumers), which are the most 
evident external features of the electric industry throughout 
the world. 

Having thus set the basis for the correct understanding of 
the development of the electric industry in the various 
countries, the greater part of the Second and the whole of 
the Third Volume are devoted to the latter subject, Italy, 
the United States of America, Germany, Great Britain, 
France, Canada, Switzerland, Sweden, Norway, U.S.S.R., 
and Japan are considered in succession, and thus it is possible 
to follow the different evolution the electric industry has 
gone through in relation to both the economic characteristics 
of consumption and the power resources in each individual 
country. The investigation is carried through on a wealth 
of statistical tables, which are drawn almost entirely from 
first hand sources, assembled and manipulated mainly by the 
Research Department of the Societa Edison. 

The fourth and last volume contains two monographs. 
The first illustrates statistically the economic development 
of the city of Milan, which witnessed the birth of the Societa 
Edison, and with the fortunes of which the fortunes of the 
Societa Edison have always been closely associated. The 
second monograph deals with the history of the company, 
which from the first modest steam power plant put into 
operation on June 18, 1883, has grown up to the present great 
combine which goes under the name of Edison Group: it 
operates to-day not less than 149 hydroelectric and 20 steam 
power stations, all feeding in a 130 kV “‘ grid,’’ which totals 
1,800 circuit miles of transmission lines and supplies a large 
part of Northern Italy, having an area greater than the 
whole of Switzerland. 

The first and fourth volume are profusely illustrated. 
Numerous originally drawn charts, diagrams and graphs 
add to the interest of the whole work. 


British Standard Specification for Wooden Windows and 
British Standard Specification for Cupboard Fronts and 
Dressers. 

A Committee of the British Standards Institution has for 
some time been engaged in the preparation of a series of 
British Standard Specifications for Joinery Units. Specifica- 
tions have already been issued for doors, gates, stairs and 
mouldings, and these have now been augmented by two 
further specifications, one for windows (casement and sash) 
and the other for cupboard fronts and dressers. 

The specification for windows provides for a series of 
casement windows in six heights and a series of double hung 
sash windows in two heights with appropriate standard widths. 
The series has been worked out on a basis of a sight size 
of the window pane of 103 in. by 73 in. 

The principal aims of the Committee in preparing this 
specification have been (i) to reduce the multiplicity of the 
types and sizes at present called for, (ii) to concentrate on 
ordinary demands and so assist makers in carrying their 
stocks economically, (iii) to reduce production costs and as 
far as possible to improve quality and design for ordinary 
normal requirements. The specification includes requirements 
covering the qnality of materials to be used, details of method 
of construction, and a table giving the nominal and finished 
sizes of the individua] components. 

There is an Appendix which outlines the method for 
determining the moisture content. 

The specification for cupboard fronts and dressers -has 
been divided into three parts. The first deals with the 
quality of the materials to be used and the class of work- 
manship, the second gives the standard heights for cupboard 
fronts (having one and two doors) and dressers, and the 
third details the method of construction. An Appendix 
outlines the method for determining the moisture content 
of the timber.

Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department’s officers. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. : 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.

The new Report by the Department of Over- 
seas Trade on Economic and Trade Conditions 
in Australia records a continued improvement 
in general conditions throughout 1935. A con- 
siderable reserve of Australian funds accumulated 
in London during the year but the Report gives 
reasons for taking a cautious view in estimating 
the probability that such favourable conditions 
are likely to continue undisturbed. British 
exporters will, therefore, find the volume of 
exceptional value especially for the very careful 
survey which it provides of the import position, 
the discussion of which is arranged under the 
main classes of commodities imported.

REPORT ON THE IMPORT 
DUTIES ACT INQUIRY, 
1933 


HEN on the 1st March, 1932, the British Govern- 
ment by the Import Duties Act of that year 
imposed a 10 per cent. ad valorem Customs duty 

on all goods imported into the United Kingdom (with 
certain exceptions) it made provision for the Board of 
Trade to review the effects it might have had on industry 
by the collection of statistical returns. In accordance 
with the terms of this Act an inquiry was undertaken by 
the Board and the results are now becoming available. 
Part I of the “‘ Import Duties Act Inquiry, 1933 ” deals 
with the following trades : 
Textiles (15 trades) 
Leather and Clothing (6 trades) 
Food (5 trades) 
Chemical and Allied Trades (9 trades) 
And certain Miscellaneous Trades (9 trades, including 
rubber, fancy articles, linoleum, games and toys, 
sports requisites). 


The information collected by the Board of Trade shows 
for both the year 1930 (before the Customs duties were 
imposed) and for 1933 (a year after the duties) a general 
summary of the state of each trade with a detailed analysis 
of the following subjects as far as it is possible to give it— 
total selling values and quantities of goods produced, the 
values per unit of the principal products and the average 
values of exports and imports. Figures are also given 
comparing the home production with exports and retained 
imports and in many cases showing the share of the home 
market held by British goods in each of the two years. 

Finally, the number of workers employed in the various 
industries before and after the tariff change are given. 
(The clerical and administrative staff are shown separately.) 

The facts revealed in this survey will be of wide interest 
particularly as the inquiry constituted the first statistical 
review of the industrial position that has been carried out 
since the general change that took place in 1932 in the tariff 
policy of the United Kingdom.
